MANIA LAID TO SLAYER 





Said to Have Spoken of Self- 
Destruction—Recent Skit of 
Pair in Vaudeville Failed. 


The bodies of Margaret Uawrence, 
noted actress, and Louis Bennison, 
portrayer of Western réles on the 
stage and screen, were found yester- 
day afternoon in her penthouse 
partment on the roof of 34 East 
Fifty-first Street. Each had been 
phot once through the left breast, 
pnd detectives said both shots prob- 
pbly had been fired by Bennison, who 
was found propped stiffly against the 
bed in which Miss Lawrence lay. 

There was little to explain the 
tragic final act in the lives of two 
who had played together on the 
gtage. The police had to rely on the 
evidence of empty liquor bottles and 
glasses littering the attractively fur- 
nished apartment and stories of the 
couple’s friends, who told of a 
strange mania for self-déstruétion 
which they said took possegsion of 
Bennison after periods of drinking. 


Both Left Notes. 


Two notes were found in the apart- 
ment. One was scribbled on the back 
of an enevlope which was pinned to 
the door leading from the living room 
to the kitchenette. It said: 

“The sunset has a heart. Look for 
us there.”’ 

It was signed in a scarcely legible 
scrawl. Detectives deciphered the 
signature as ‘‘Tianna,’’ and Mrs. 
Gertrude Chalair of 45-23 Packard 
Street, Long Island City, a friend, 
who discovered the bodies, identified 
the writing as Miss Lawrence’s. 
| The other note, unsigned, was be- 
lieved to have been written by Ben- 
nison, It was on white correspon- 
dence paper and also short, but it 
proved of more value to the police. 
It said: 

“Please notify Mr. Mussen at the 

Lambs Club at once.” 
' Detectives got in touch with Ben- 
mett Mussen, author and actor, who 
had collaborated with Bennison in 
writing a play some time ago. At 
the apartment Mussen ‘dentified the 
revolver used in the double shooting 
as Bennison’s by the initials ‘‘L. B.” 
on the handle. 

The actor, according to Mussen, 
swas subject to frequent fits of de- 
spondency and about two years age 
at the Lambs Club had threatened 
to shoot himself after a period of 
sheavy drinking. On that occasion, 
‘Mussen said, a pistol was taken away 
from Bennison. 

‘ Bennison had a wife and daughter 
in San Francisco. 


Recently Played in Vaudeville. 


Miss Lawrence, who was in her 
fortieth year, was better known on 
the stage than Bennison, who was 45 
years old. The two played in ‘‘The 
Heaven Tappers,”’? which had a brief 
run at the Forrest Theatre here in 
March, 1927. Last May 23, 24 and 
25 they appeared at the Eighty-first 
Street Theatre in a vaudeville sketch 
called “She Made Up Her Mind.”’ 
The skit did not go and it was with- 
drawn, 

Bennison had been cast to play the 
leading réle in ‘‘This Thing Called 
Love,’”’ opening tonight at the Rol- 
jJand Theatre, Brooklyn, according to 
E. J. Blunkall, producer, who said 
he had been forced a week ago to 
find another actor for the part be- 
cause Bennison had failed to appear 
for rehearsals. 

The story of Mrs. Chalair was re- 

arded as significant by Inspector 

harles Stillson of the homicide 
squad, who took charge of the in- 
vestigation. Mrs. Chalair, an old 
friend of Miss Lawrence, said she 
had called at the penthouse last 
Wednesday evening to invite the ac- 
tress to spend a few days with her 
at her hcme. While she was talking, 
she ggid, Bennison came out of an- 
other roum, waving a pistol. 

“This wi) finish both of us,’’ he 
shouted, at tording to Mrs. Chalair. 

Miss Lw’rence then declined her 
friend’s iivitation. and prevailed 
upon Be&rison to calm himself and 
put the weapon away. Mrs. Chalair 
departed, to return Saturday evening. 
On that occasion. she said, Bennison

Capital Expects Debt Experts 
To Report to the President

WASHINGTON, June 9.—J. P. 
Morgan, one of the American 
members of the experts’ commit- 
tee for the settlement of the repa- 
rations problem, expects to come 
here:soon to confer with President 
Hoover and give him an intimate 
review of the proceedings at 
Paris, it was reported here today. 
Mr. Morgan, it was said, would 
also give the President his opin- 
ion on the financial and economic 
situation in Europe. , 

It was said at the White House 
tonight, however, that the Presi- 
dent had no engagement this week 
with Mr. Morgan. It is considered 
probable that he will defer his 
visit until Mr. Young and Mr. La- 
mont return from Paris, when the 
three will come here to report to 
the officials interested in the 
reparations question. 


It was said at his home here 
last night that Mr. Morgan was 
away on his yacht yesterday and 
that the report that he planned 
to go to Washington could not be 
confirmed. 


GOVERNOR ABDUCTED 
IN WEST INDIAN RAID 


Venezuelan Insurgents Seize 
Him and Carry Off Arms From 
Capital of Dutch Colony. 











KILL POLICE WHO RESIST 


Kidnap Troops in American- 
Owned Vessel, but Send Ship 
and Men Back to Willemstad.

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Dutch 
West Indies, June 9.—An armed body 
of men, alleged to be Venezuelan 
nationals, seized the waterfront of 
this city, the seat of government of 
the Dutch West Indies, last night 
and later carried off the Governor 
and the commander of troops and 
several] soldiers to sea. 

For several hours the band was 
in complete mastery of the situation. 
Several police officers were killed 
and wounded in attempting to sup- 
press them. 

The prisoners were placed on board 
the small steamer Maracaibo of 
United States registry, and the ves- 
sel left for an undisclosed destina- 
tion. This morning the city was ap- 
parently calm while awaiting events. 

The Maracaibo returned here this 
evening with the Governor and the 
commander. The filibusterers had 
landed in Venezuela several miles 
north of La Vela. 

None of the Dutch officials was 
harmed in any way, and they were 
none the worse for their sudden trip 
to sea as prisoners. 


Attackers Workers on Island. 


The filibusters, according to infor- 
mation received in this city last 
night, were between 500 and 800 
Venezuelans employed in the oil re- 


fineries on the island of Curacao 
and led by a chieftain named Ora- 
bino. The purpose of the uprising 
was to capture the arms and ammu- 
nition in the fort of Willemstad, 
which was accomplished. 

The small vessel Maracaibo, hav- 
ing arrived Saturday in the port from 
Aruba, a neighboring island also in- 
cluded in the Dutch possessions, was 
ralso seized, the ammunition and arms 
stored on board, and the captain and 
crew of the craft forced to steer a 
course for the nearest Venezuelan 
port, La Vela, at the base of the 
isthmus of Paraguana, close to the 
Gulf of Maracaibo. 

During the fighting four men were 
killed and a number wounded. The

MEXICO CITY, June 9.—A declara- 
tion that a settlement of Mexico’s 
three-year-old religious controversy is 
in sight will probably be made after 
the Vatican representatives call on 
Pesident Portes Gil tomorrow, it is 
said tonight in quarters ordinarily 
well informed. 

Archbishop Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, 
the Papal delegate, and Bishop Pas- 
cual Diaz of Tabasco, who will aid 
him in the negotiations, will call on 
the President at the National Palace 
together, it is said. The first visit 
will be more in the nature of a 
courtesy call than for beginning the 
conversations, it is declared, and ac- 
tual negotiations on the religious 
laws which caused the deadlock are 
not likely to begin until Tuesday. 

The two prelates spent today in 
seclusion, not even receiving intimate 
friends. They are, apparently, fear- 
ful that some misconstruction might 
be placed upon any comments which 
they might make at this early stage 
of the negotiations. 

A spokesman for Archbishop Ruiz 
asked newspaper men this afternoon 
to be forbearing and wait until he 
has something definite to announce. 

It is said in some quarters that 
Archbishop Ruiz holds the view that 
there will be nothing in his conver- 
sations with President Portes Gil 
which could be reasonably construed 
as not likely to improve the situa- 
tion. 


All Catholics Now Optimistic. 


No unfavorable comment is heard 
regarding the seclusion of Mgrs. Ruiz 
and Diaz, it being appreciated that 
it would be inadvisable for them to 
make declarations until after having 
visited the President. 

Catholic circles, even the most ex- 
treme, are optimistic and believe 
that considerable headway was made 
before the arrival here of the 
prelates. 

Pastoral letters from a number of 
bishops urging Catholics to pray for 
the success of the negotiations have 
been issued and were made public 
today. The letters ask that the pity 
and pardon of God be sought for 
many errors committed since the 
controversy began. 

The Mexico City press, which pub- 
lishes the substance of the anpeals, 
calls attention to the significant fact 
that they were reJeased by the Min- 
istry of the Interior. 

Mgr. Rafael Guizar y Valencia, 
Bishop of the State of Vera Cruz, 
addressed his priests and diocesans 
as indicated. gr. Nicolas Corona, 
Bishop of Papantly, Mexico’s small- 
est diocese, in a somewhat similarly 
worded appeal calls on Mexican pa- 
triotism for an honorable and ener- 
getic dedication of all forces for the 
construction of a common fatherland 
and’to struggle for the prestige and 
welfare of Mexico. He pleads for a 
fatherland worthy of respect on all 
sides. 

Other prelates seek peace and har- 
mony in all Catholic circles during 
this most important period.

W.J. Duffy Slated to Be Tammany Secretary; 
Egan Will Quit to Let Curry Name Own Aide 





William J. Duffy, chief clerk of the 
Commissioner of Records of the Sur- 
rogates’ Court, is under considera- 
tion for secretary of Tammany Hali 
to succeed James F. Egan, it was 
learned yesterday. Just when the 
change will take place could not be 
ascertained, but it was said that Mr. 
Egan was slated to retire under the 
usual Tammany policy to permit a 
new leader to name a new secretary 
of the organization. Mr. Egan, who 
was picked by George W. Olvany, 
former leader of Tammany, will con- 
tinue in his post of Public Adminis. 
trator of New York County, the sa!- 
ary of which office is $10,000 a year. 

John F. Curry, who succeeded Mr. 
Olvany as leader of Tammany, has 
been Commissioner of Records of the 
Surrogates’ Court since July 7, 1911. 
Mr. Duffy, who has been a clerk in 
this office since 1906, has been close- 
ly associated with Mr. Curry for 


nearly eighteen years and his selec- 
tion as secretary of Tammany, if 
made as expected, will be accepted 
_ : personal one by the Tammany 
eader. 


Mr. Duffy lives at 43 Charlton 
Street, in that part of the First As- 
sembly District of which Daniel E. 
Finn is leader, and his home is only 
a few blocks away frm that of 
Mayor Walker. It was said that his 
selection as secretary would be pleas- 
ing to both the Mayor and to Mr. 
Finn, who was the first of the Tam- 
many district leaders to vote for Mr. 
Curry at the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee which resulted in his 
election. 

It also vas learned that there had 
been a suggestion by members of 
the executive committee that the 
office of secretary of Tammany 
should be a salaried one, something 
unprecedented in the history of the 
organization.

STRESEMANN T0 SEE 
BRIAND ON DEBT PLAN 


He Will Ask Freeing of Rhine 
and Saar Plebiscite as Price 
of Germany’s Acceptance. 








FRANCE LIKELY TO RESIST 





Foreign Ministers Will Confer 
This Week During the League 
Council Sessions at Madrid.

MADRID, June 9.—Important pri- 
vate conversations between Aristide 
Briand, French Foreign Minister, 
and Dr. Gustav Stresemann, Foreign 
Minister of Germany, will be held 
here during the week on the politic- 
al side of the reparations settlement, 
informed quarters state tonight. 

The agenda of the Council of the 
League of Nations, which will open 
its regular session tomorrow, is suf- 
ficiently meagre to allow the two 
foreign ministers plenty of,time to 
talk together and prepare the group 
for a proposed special conference in 
mid-July on the experts’ report, 
which Dr. Stresemann, it became 
known tonight, wants held in Baden- 
Baden. 

The conversations will centre not 
only on the question of evacuation 
of the Rhineland and interallied 
control, but also, it is stated, on the 
possibility of settling definitely the 
destiny of the Saar Basin without 
waiting until the present régime ex- 
pires in 1935. Dr. Stesemann, who 
arrived last night, has already given 
the impression that he is going to 
make a special point of a simultane- 
ous Saar settlement, his aim being 
to liquidate at once all the Versailles 
Treaty claims involving German ter- 
ritory. 

Henderson Not Expected. 

The conversations will necessarily 
be in the nature of preliminary 
soundings between the French and 
the Germans, the more so since it is 
not expected that Arthur Henderson, 
the new British Foreign Minister, 
will be able to come to participate. 
Without his presence, it is not likely 
that a final decision can be reached, 
but it is considered that important 
progress may none the less be made. 
For one thing, the political side of 
the reparations settlement involved 
above all the French and Germans, 
so that an agreement between them 
is a primary necessity. 

At the same time both Dr. Strese- 
mann and M. Briand are already 
quite aware that the Labor govern- 
ment strongly favors early evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland, so much so 
that the French have to reckon with 


the  resgroeat of London’s withdraw- 
ing its troops eS if Paris de- 
lays action. In this way Mr. Hender- 
son’s absence adds to the possibili- 
ties of the conversations here by giv- 
ing M. Briand the opportunity to 
make a “‘beau geste’’ to Germany on 
the subject of the evacuation with- 
out waiting for the Labor govern- 
ment to exert pressure. 

When the powers agreed at Geneva 
last September to call the experts’ 
conference they also agreed to begin 
immediately negotiations on e 
Rhineland as soon as the experts had 
reached an accord and also to estab- 
lish some kind of subsequent control 
of the Rhineland area to assure its 
neutralization. Dr. Stresemann wants 
to push these negotiations as far as 
possible here so that he can have at 
least some definite promises or indi- 
cations from the French to show 
to Berlin. 


Stresemann’s Demands. 


It is understood that Dr. Strese- 
mann will ask M. Briand the follow- 
ing in return for Germany’s accept- 
ing the experts plan: 

First, complete evacuation of the 
Rhineland—not only of the second 
zone, which the treaty requires the 
Allies to evacuate next year, but the 
remaining zone, whose evacuation is 
not due until 1935. 

Second, modification of subsequent 
control as far as possible. (Dr. 
Stresemann already has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that French techni-

BEFORE LEGISLATORS 


indignant Celebrators of Re- 
publican Birthday Will Call 
Beer Seizure Outrage. 





PROTESTS ARE STATE-WIDE 





Efforts Had Been Made to Dis- 
place Federal Prohibition 
Officer Who Led Raiders.

RIPON, Wis., June 9.—The Wis- 
consin Senators and Assemblymen 
who were in or just outside Carl 
Bonner’s crowded saloon here when 
it was raided yesterday by Federal 
prohibition agents, insisted today 
that the spilling of beer at_ this 
diamond jubilee of the Republican 
party was as important as anything 
that has happened in the history of 
the organization since Fort Sumpter 
was fired on. 

Before Assemblyman Lawrence 
Lamoureaux left Ripon, for which 
the State officially claimed recog- 
nition yesterday as the birthplace 
of the Republican party seventy-five 
years ago, he had begun to formu- 
late a resolution condemning the 
Federal operations, which he will in- 
troduce in the Legislature when it 
meets Tuesday. 

“They were a disgusting, gratui- 
tous insult to the decent, law-abiding 
citizens of Ripon and the Republi- 
cans of Wisconsin,’’ according to As- 
semblyman Lamoureaux. 


Legislative Discussion Expected. 


The Legislature, it is expected, will 
discuss the raid from all viewpoints, 
including inside and outside the 
saloon. On the outside, while the 
jubilee beer was being poured away, 
stood Senator Severson of Iola, an- 
thor of the Wisconsin State enforce- 
ment act which was removed from 
the statute books two months ago 
in respofse to the wet and dry refer- 
endum held last November indicat- 
ing that the State was almost two to 
one wet. Closer to the door, but on 
the outside also, was Assemblyman 
Grobschmidt, author of the act 
which repealed the State enforce- 
ment law. Inside, thirsty Republi- 
cans, members of the State Legisla- 
ture and judiciary, and newspaper 
correspondents were four deep along 
a forty-foot bar when W. Frank 
Cunningham and his raiders entered 
and closed the place. 

The legislators who were inside 
were particularly indignant and left 
Ripon after pointing out how the 
founders of the Republican party 
dealt with another Federal law that 
they did not like, the fugitive slave 
law, requiring the return of slaves 
to their masters -ven after they had 
escaped to free territory. Alvan Earle 
of Bovay, who it is maintained here, 
launched the new Union party in 
Wisconsin seventy-five years ago and 
called it Republican, was indicted for 
resisting the open of the fugi- 
tive slave law in connection with an 
escar' 1 slave named Booth. 


Raid Made Ostentatious. 


The raid was made particularly 
ostentatious, not only by the selec- 
tion of the day when, according to 
the official program, ‘‘the city of 
Ripon and the State of Wisconsin 


call the attention of the world to the 
birthday of the Republican party,”’’ 
but also by the location of Bonner’s 
saloon, in the main street, opposite 
the jubilee headquarters and exactly

LONDON, Monday, June 10.—A visit 
by Premier Ramsay MacDonald to 
Washington during the Summer 
loomed as a distinct possibility today. 
According to The Daily Herald, the 
London Labor organ, which is in 
very close touch with the new ad- 
ministration, the Premier is contem- 
plating a trip to the White House 
in Washington as soon as Parlia- 
mentary business permits. 

Parliament begins its long recess 
early in July, and it is assumed that 
the Premier could then find time to 
go to the United St=tes for at least 
a week or ten days. 

The Daily Herald’s political corre- 
spondent declar:s that Mr. MacDon- 
ald ‘‘will take any opportunity that 
presents itself’’ for a personal talk 
with the President, ‘with the inten- 
tion of going over the entire field 
of Anglo-American relations. 


Mackenzie King Mentioned. 


It is believed here that if Premier 
MacDonald does that, Premier Mac- 
kenzie King of Canada will be in- 
vited to join the conversations. 

What appeared to have been some- 
what of a personal suggestion by J. 
L. Garvin in yesterday’s Sunday Ob 
server now seems to have had a 
foundation of fact, for The Daily 
Herald declares that Mr. MacDonald 
has already consulted with Arthur 
Henderson, his new Foreign Secre- 
tary, on the subject of visiting Wash- 
ington. 

The Labor Cabinet, it is said, shares 
his views on the supreme importance 
of a direct personal contact with the 
American President, and it is ex- 
pected that the journey to Washing- 
ton will be discussed at the first 
Cabinet meeting of the new adminis- 
tration, which will be held at 10 
Downing Street today. 

Premier MacDonald has, of course, 
not yet received an invitation from 
Washington, and the newspaper

If the Premier intends to make the 


trip as an official state mission, he 
would set diplomatic machinery in 
motion and have Sir Esme Howard, 
the Ambassador at Washington, give 
an intimation of his wish to visit the 
President. -On the other hand, he 
might feel the trip would be more 
effective if it took the form of a 
personal visit without official for- 
malities. 


Great Interest Aroused. 


So far the novelty of the proposed 
trip has overshadowed any specula- 
tion as to the subjects which would 
be discussed by the two Premiers 
and the President. But either as a 
mere personal gesture or as an of- 
ficial mission it would be a spectac- 
ular move and might become an out- 
standing episode in the history of 
Anglo-American relations. 

No Prime Minister has ever crossed 
the Atlantic on an official mission 
before. The nearest to it was Stan- 
ley Baldwin’s holiday trip to Canada 
in 1927, which happened to coincide 
with the visit of the Prince of Wales 
to his Canadian ranch. The former 
Premier participated with the Prince 
in various public ceremonies in the 
Dominion but did not cross the 
American boundary. 

Premier MacDonald’s trip would be 
in a somewhat different category. It

Supreme Court Justice Cropsey of 
Brooklyn, appointed by Governor 
Roosevelt to sit as a committing mag- 
istrate in New York and Kings coun- 
ties, is to begin his examination to- 
day of the evidence already taken 
before Moreland Commissioner Moses 
in his investigation of the State Bank- 
ing Department and its relation to 
the failure of the City Trust Com-

Study of the evidence by Justice 
Cropsey is to prepare for any action 
he may be asked to take against re- 
calcitrant witnesses appearing before 
Commissioner Moses or against those 
criminally liable for the collapse of 
the City Trust Company. He may 
order the arrest of individuals, fix 
bail and hold them for the grand 
jury. 

Commissioner Moses and his coun- 
sel Walter H. Pollak, probably will 
confer today with Justice Cropsey. 
They will take up the refusal of An- 
thony Di Paola, former official of the 
City Trust Company, to answer on 
Friday the question as to his wealth. 
Mr. Di Paola held that it was outside 
the scope of Commissioner Moses to 
inquire into this matter. Mr. Moses 
warned the witness he could not limit 
the scope of the inquiry. The hear- 
ing was adjourned until tomorrow. 
Just what action will be taken will 
probably be determined today.

Time), when the Swedish plane made 
a forced, though safe, landing at 
Skaptaros, on the South Coast ot 
Iceland, 200 miles Hast of Reykjavik 

The gasoline was exhausted, owing 
to a leak in the tank. Aid is being 
rushed, but a continuance of the 
flight is doubtful. 

A warning of trouble was received 
in the Icelandic capital earlier in the 
evening, when Captain Ahrenberg 
sent a message asking aid and caused 
a sensation among the thousands 
gathered to receive him, but his 
nearness to the capital and the fact 
that he had been sighted over Saer- 
lerne at about 8 o’clock, going strong, 
kept up hope that the transatlantic 
flight would be successful. 

When the Weather Bureau report- 
ed a storm and high winds sweeping 
the ‘south coast of Iceland directly 
in the path of the Scandinavian 
flier, the crowds groaned and a 
quarter of an hour later Captain 
Ahrenberg himself radioed that he 
had been forced down. 

Where he landed there is not even 
a village—only miles and miles of 
desolation, drained by the tiny river 
Skapta, which flows into the Atlantic 
there. There Captain Ahrenberg, 
with his assistant pilot, Lieutenant 
Axel Floden, and the wireless opera- 
tor, Robert Ljunglund, have settled 
for the night. They have a small 
amount of food—enough to have car- 
ried them to New York by Tuesday— 
but, though cut off so completely 
from the world, they are equally in 
complete touch with it through their 
wireless, over which they have 
broadcast details of the flight since 
the take-off from Stockholm eigh- 
teen hours earlier.

met her at the door and informed 
her that ‘‘Margaret doesn’t want to 
see you any more.”

Unable 
to get the matter out of her mind, 
she returned to the apartment about 
noon yesterday and, when constant 
ringing of the doorbell brought no 
response,

* “Hello, Margaret, dear,’’ she called. 
There was no answer. Mrs. Chalair 
stepped into the bedroom. A quick 
glance told her what had happened. 
She hurried downstairs and notified 
the superintendent of the apart- 
ment, who telephoned the police of 
the East Fifty-first Street station. 

In a few minutes the quiet street 
was filled with police automobiles 
and a crowd of the curious. By the 
time the bodies were removed to the 
morgue the throng had grown to 
such proportions that four policemen 
were assigned to keep the sidewalks 
clear. 


Scene Is Photographed. 


Dr. Machado of Metropolitan Hos- 
pital was the first to arrive. A few 
minutes later Detectives Frank 
Rahil and Martin Hayes hustled past 
the agitated doorman and were taken 
to the penthouse. Dr. Thomas A. 
Gonzales of the Medical Examiner’s 
office arrived accompanied by offi- 
cial photographers, who took. pic- 
tures of the scene before permission 
for the removal of the bodies was 
given. 

The apartment where the tragedy 
occurred consisted of three rooms, a 
living room, a bedroom and a 
kitchen. It was expensively fur- 
nished, with a profusion of silken 
cushions and drapes. In the bed- 
room, where the shooting took place, 
were twin beds, a dressing table, a 
bureau and a chaise longue. 

Detectives found Miss Lawrence in 
bed with her arms folded upon her 
breast. She was in night attire. 
Bennison, fully dressed except for 


his shoes and socks, was sprawled | 


on the floor in a helf lying, half 
sitting position, with his head rest- 
ing on the edge of the bed. The 
revolver was beside Miss Lawrence 
on the bed toward the wall, where 
detectives said it might have fallen 
if Bennison had shot himself while 
standing above Miss Lawrence. 

Dr. Gonzales said: there were pow- 
der burns on the clothing of both, 
indicating that the shots had been 
fired at close range. The actress lay 
in such apparent repose, Dr. 
zales said, that there was a possi- 
bility that she had been slain while 
she slept, although he made it clear 
there was nothing else to support 
such a belief. He held the opinion 


that the ‘‘sunset’’ note had nothing 
to do with the shooting. 


Actor’s Trunk Is Found. 


Detectives found a trunk belonging 
to Bennison in the bedroom. In it 
were several suits of his clothes, a 
packet of letters and papers and 
two toupees which he had worn on 
the stage. They learned from em- 
ployes of the house that he had been 
occupying the apartment with Miss 
Lawrence for several months. Sat- 
urday night after Mrs. Chalair had 


called, they said, he went out, re- 
mre Wiad between 11 P. M. and mid- 
t. 


The police were unable to find any 
one in the apartment house who had 
heard the shots. William Fahnestock 
Jr., son of the banker, who occupies 
the adjoining penthouse, was not at 
home. The nearest the police could 
come to fixing the time of the killing 
was Dr. Gonzales’s estimate that it 
had occurred about eight hours be- 
fore the discovery of the bodies, soon 
after noon. 

Investigation disclosed that Miss 
Lawrence had rented the apartment 
last October, but had lived there only 
a month or so when she sublet it, 
furnished, to R. Dunscombe of En- 
glewood, N. J., who occupied it until 
the first week in May. Mr. Duns- 
combe said last night that he had 
never heard of Bennison, but he re- 
called that there was a man in the 
apartment when he and his wife 
called to see about renting it. 

“She was most secretive about her 
whereabouts while we lived there,’’ 
Mr. Dunscombe said. ‘‘She didn’t 
seem to want any one to know where 
she was going, although ‘I_under- 
stood she was in Cuba last Winter. 
We didn’t know even where to send 
her mail, so we sent it along with 
checks for the rent to the renting 
agent from whom she engaged: the 
apartment.’’ 

“From the time we rented the 
place until just before May 1, we 
didn’t hear from her,’*’ Mrs. Duns- 
combe said. ‘‘We were having a 
house built for us in Englewood and 
although it was to have been ready 
in March, we were unable to move 
in until the middle of May. We 
asked Miss Lawrence to extend our

Margaret Lawrence Achieved Quick | 


Success—Private Life Unhappy. 


Margaret Lawrence’s career upon 
the stage had been attended by quick 
and outstanding success, even though 
its closing months were clouded by 
difficulties. 

She was born in Trenton, N. J., on 
Aug. 2, 1889, the daughter of George 
Lawrence, real estate operator. She 
attended Swarthmore College. She 


began her stage career in Philadel- 


phia at the age of 17 as a member 


of the Orpheum stock company, ap- 


pearing in ‘‘The Two Orphans” at 
the Broad Street Theatre. 

In 1910 Miss Lawrence appeared in 
a »lay in Chicago. The following 
year she scored a great success here 
in ‘‘Over Night.’’ In 1913 she mar- 
ried Orson D. Munn, patent lawyer, 
of New York, and retired from the 
stage for seven vears. Reappearing 
in 1918, when Mr. Munn, as a naval 
officer, went into war service, she 
met with immediate success. Her 
emergence was in a leading réle in 
Roi Cooper Megrue’s comedy ‘‘Tea 
for Three,’ in which she displayed 
all. the skill and charm which had 


won her such a following before. 

The following season she acted 
with Wallace Eddinger in ‘‘Wedding 
Bells’’ and later appeared at the Cort 
Theatre in ‘‘Transplanting Jean."’ 

After engagements in» ‘‘Lawful 
Larceny’’ and ‘‘The Endless Chain”’ 
she appeared during the season of 
1923 in an episodic play called 
‘“‘Secrets,”” and then in Lynn Star- 
ling’s ‘‘In His Arms.” 

Her later appearances were in 


‘“‘Mixed Doubles,’’ ‘‘The Behavior of 


Mrs. Crane’ and _  ‘‘Possession. ’ 
About two seasons ago she also acted 
for a while in Australia, where she 
attained some popularity. 

Private Life Unhappy. 


But in her private life there had 
been much unhappiness, 


in her professional career. 


In 1922 she was secretly divorced 


from Mr. Munn. They had two 


daughters who are now about 14 and 


12 years old respectively. In May, 
1927, 


Miss Lawrence was married in 
Los Angeles to Wallace Eddinger, a 


well-known actor. This marriage, 
too, ‘was destined to end unhappily. 


Her last stage appearance was in 


‘“‘Possession,’’ in which she was 


being starred by Edgar Selwyn. Sud- 


denly she dropped out of the cast, 
and lust November she was sus-

foreign powers abandon _ extra- 
territoriality rights.’’ 

The Pravda goes much further— 
and “as the organ of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party 
the Pravda speaks with the highest 
authority. 

“The Treaty of 1924 was signed 
spontaneously by the Soviet to re- 
spect the foreign rights of the 
Chinese people,’’ it says, ‘‘But it is a 
necessary condition for its mainte- 
nance that the treaty must have its 
fuil observance by both sides equally, 
and the mass of the Chinese peopie 
will understand and approve thes 
steps, which the Soviet will be forced 
to take for the protection of its 
inte.ests and nationals.”’ 

The final phrase sounds as strange 
in the Communist Party organ as 
Balaam’s blessing of Israel to 
Midianite ears. How often has Mos- 
cow poured scorn upon ‘‘the im- 

erialist pretext of the protection of 
nterests and nationals’! So do cir- 
cumstances alter cases. 





Preparatory work for the great en- 
terprise will begin in November, ac- 
cording to a statement, issued by Mr.

He also spent some 
time with Colonel L. L. Summers, 
President Wilson’s chief chemical 
adviser at Versailles and the chair- 
man of the Interallied Chemical 
Commission, who, after examining 
Mr. Novomeysky’s data on Dead Sea 
minerals, gaye a favorable report. 

During his'‘visit in 1925 in conjunc- 
tion with technical work there, he 
succeeded in getting some financial 
support for his project and now, 
when the company is about to be or- 
ganized, he is receiving additional 
support from the United States. 

American directors of the new 
company include Bernard Flexner 
and Felix Warburg, chairman and 
vice chairman, respectively of the 
Palestine Economic Corporation, and 
Israe] B. Brodie and Edward Fried- 
man, representing another American 
group. 

Mr. Novomeysky further stated 
that on the basis of the world’s pres- 
ent annual consumption of potash 
the Dead, Sea could supply the uni-

‘own pockets at the public’s expense. 


Moscow Arrests 200. 


Moscow acted with characteristic 
vigor, clean sweeps being made of 
the Communist party’s Central Bu- 
reau at Astrakhan, and 200 persons, 
including more than 100 private deai- 
ers, were arrested on charges of cor- 


‘ruption and malfeasance. 
;/newspaper states today that the losses 
caused to the State by ‘‘the treason- 
able and non-Communist association 
of officials with private dealers’’ 
|} amount to 15,000,000 rubles (about 
$7,500,000). The severe penalties de- 
| manded doubtless will be inflicted. 

According to local gossip, one of the 
' principal private fish dealers recent- 
‘ly left Russia by way of Batum for 
‘Constantinople, ‘‘through a permit re- 
ceived by dubious means,’”’ with his 
family and, it is said, 3,000,000 rubles 
in cash.

Weather forecasts offer 
no sign of relief—an ominous factor 
after the late Spring. which delayed 
the sowing two to three weeks.

Proof of Friendliness. 


The trip to Washington would be 
a further proof that he means what 
he has said and would also. be re- 
garded here as the friendliest gesture 
the British ‘Premier could make. 

Inasmuch as Mr. MacDonald’s 
time would be limitea, it is net 
believed that the proposed discussions 
would be more than ‘friendly: con- 
versations intended to remove causes 
of possible friction and misunder- 
standing. There wouid be an ex- 
change of views, but nothing in the 
nature of an international confer- 
ence. Until Premier MacDonald 
clarifies his intentions, speculation 
here is being withheld. 

In the meanwhile the Labor Gov- 
ernment is losing no opportunity of 
reaffirming its deep interest in 
Anglo-American understanding and 
cooperation. Foreign Secretary Hen- 
derson said, in an interview yester- 
day, that America was enormously 
important in the British foriegn 
policy. 

“It is obvious,’? Mr. Henderson 
said, ‘‘that in many problems affect- 
ing the peace of the world the United 
States holds the key of the situation. 
We shall do everything in our power 
to strengthen the bonds between the 


two great English-speaking democra- 
cies. The entire Labor movement 
gave its cordial and enthusiastic wel- 
come to the Kellogg Pact.

reatest example of an undefended 

rontier. . 

“The business of the ‘Coundil of 
Three’ at Washington would be to 
arrange for an imprégnable peace in 
the English speaking world on a 
basis corresponding fo: the ‘equality 
of the sea law both naval aad mer- 
cantile. There can never be a more 
favorable conjunction» of ‘men: and 
circumstances for such a conference. 
If Mr. Hoover communicates with 
the British and Canadian Premiers 
that Council*‘of* Three” will’ fashion 
the sheet-anchor of world peace.’’ 

Mr. Henderson, in an interview in 
The Daily, Herald, emphasized the 
great interest of the Labor govern- 
ment in the work of the League of 
Nations and referred to the projected 
visit of the Prime Minister to Geneva 
at the time of the next Assembly 
meeting. 

‘‘We regard our relations with the 
League as one of the most essential

Mr. Henderson withheld any opin- 
ion on the reparations report signed 
on Friday at Paris until the Cabinet

Premier Has Busy Day. 


Prime Minister MacDonald worked 
over his list of minor appointments 
to his Labor Cabinet yesterday, while 
his chief Ministers, after receiving 
their seals of office on Saturday, had 
an interval in which to consider their 
new responsibility before the Cabinet 
meeting today. 

All things considered, the new gov- 
ernment has met with surprisingly 
good reaction from the press. Even 
the most bitter opponents of what 
they have denounced as ‘‘a Socialist 
régime”’ have conceded that Premier 
MacDonald has presented a capable 
government to:the country deserving 
of being given a fair chance. 

Naturally, this admission has been 
coupled with much advice as to how 
the new government should conduct 
itself, but no longer is much talk 
heard of combinations by opposing 
politicians to turn Labor out at the 
first 4 achat and spring another 
general election upon the country. 

David Lloyd George, the Welsh 
leader of the Liberals, possesses un- 
doutedlv, although in much smaller 
degree than he had hoped, the bal- 
ance between the two major parties, 
but it is generally supposed that he 
will use that power discreetly. The 
secession of William A. Jowitt from 
the Liberals to become a star in the 
Labor government may cause Mr. 
Lloyd George to wonder whether that 
example will prove infectious.

Canada Ready to Cooperate. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 9 (By the 
Canadian Press)._No comment was 
forthcoming tonight from official 
circles regarding the suggestion. of 
The London Daily Herald that Pre- 
mier Ramsay MacDonald might pro- 
ceed to the United States in order to 
discuss the matter of Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations with President Hoover. 

The attitude of the government, 
however, is well known. It is only a 
few months since Premier King em- 
phasized the great responsibility 
which devolved upon Canadian pub- 
lic men of exerting their utmost ef- 
forts toward maintaining cordial re- 
lations between the United States 
and the motherland. 

It is felt in the capital that should 
the suggestion materialize, the Cana- 
dian Government would do every- 


thing in its power to facilitate such 
a conference. 


LEAGUE FUTURE VISIONED. 


MacDonald Believes Smaller States 
Should Wield More Power. 


LONDON, June 9 (By The Cana- 
dian Press).—This week is likely to 
be a period of calm in the domestic 
political situation. Premier MacDon- 
ald will leave for a short holiday in 
Lossiemouth, Scotland, on Tuesday. 
and his Ministers will be busy mak- 
ing preparations. for taking over 
their departments. 

Newspaper opinion continues to 
treat the composition of the Ministry 
with respectful approval, more par- 





ticularly ‘the. appointment'‘of J. .H. 
Thomas as Lord Privy ‘Seal with 
charge of the unemployment prob- 
lem. .He is expected to receive valu- 
able help from Sidney Webb, Secre- 
tary for the Dominions, and Miss 
Margaret SBondfield, Minister of 
Labor. 

The Sunday Observer declares to- 
day that the chances for the goy- 
ernment in its first phase are singu- 
larly favorable and that, with gath- 


‘!ered prestige, its chances, even in 


its middle phase, 
more than even. 

‘‘The third phase,.’’ the paper says, 
‘“‘will be another matter—wnhen those 
behind cry ‘forward,’ and mean it: 
while those before cry ‘back.’ ”’ 

The Manchester Guardian (Liberal) 
is frankly doubtful of Foreign Sec- 
retary Henderson’s suitability. 

“His chief qualification is massive 
integrity. But his best friends do 
npt claim for him any subtlety of 
mind or profundity of understand- 
ing,’’ the Guardian says. ‘‘A consid- 
erable experience in handling men 
and conducting negotiations, both as 
a trades union official and Labor 
Party organizer, must have devel- 
oped his natural bent toward the 
practical and immediately attainable, 
but that this native shrewdness can 
be trusted to find its way in the 
labyrinthine entanglements of for- 
eign policy is seriously to be 
doubted ”’ 

In an article in The Sunday Dis- 
patch regarding what the world will 
be like ten years from now, Mr. Mac- 
Donald says: 

‘‘What will the League of Nations 
be like in 1940? It all depends on 
the moral and political power the 
smaller States of Europe are to ac- 
quire in the interval. If they can 
make themselves really felt at Ge- 
neva there is no reason why within 
the next ten years we should not 
have something corresponding to.a 
United States of Europe. 

“If, on the other hand, they fail 
to do this, and ‘“1e great powers con- 
tinue to dominate at Geneva and use 
the machinery there primarily to 
conduct their own business and carry 
out their own policies, the condition 
of affairs will be less hopeful and 
more confused.’’

‘Mine Workers. 
Pointing out that imported fuel oil 
,in 1927 displaced about 20 per cent 
of the American coal production, 
'Mr. Lewis said that a ‘‘vast number” 
‘of mines were closed and thousands 
of miners suffered in consequence. 
Saying that the coal industry is 
‘now so near to the 
grave,’’ the letter stated that the 
stopping of a free flow of low-priced 
fuel oil would do. much to revive 


coal mining, in addition to helping 
the domestic petroleum business. 

‘‘We contend,’ said Mr. Lewis, 
“‘that the Congres should not take 
any step that would further aggra- 
vate this intolerable condition, and 
this is‘ what would happen if foreign 
oil were given continued entry free 
of tariff duty into the United 
States.’’ 

Thirty States. he continued, are 
dependent in some degree upon the 
coal mining industry, and the letter 
pictured a condition of increased 
trade, greater prosperity and better 
general conditions accruing to them 
through this indirect aid for miners. 


Text of Lewis Letter. 


The letter sent by Mr. Lewis fol- 
Ows: 


As president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and speaking 
for that organization, I earnestly 
urge upon the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States Congress the vital necessity 
of a tariff on the import of foreign- 

roduced petroleum oil imported 
nto the United States. And I re- 
quest that in the prevaration of a 
tariff law, a task with which Con- 
gress is now engaged, you provide 
for such tariff on oil. This action 
will be in the best interests of the 
general public of the United States, 
because it will aid very greatly in 
affording employment for many 
thousands of now idle men in the 
coal producing industry, thus en- 
ablinz these men to earn a living 
for themselves and their families. 

The free importation of cheap cil 
from foreign countries into the 
United States has had a depressing 
effect. upon American-produced 
coal, and we sce no good reason 
why this great, vital, fundamental 
American industry should be thus 
penalized in favor of foreign in- 
dustry and foreign labor. There is 
no question but that consumption 
of many millions of tons of coal 
has been displaced by the use of 
oil produced in the United States. 
This, of itself, has done vast in- 
jury to the coal industry. To per- 
mit the continued free entry of 
many more millions of barrels of 
foreign oil simply means still fur- 
ther shrinkage in the consumption 
of American coal and the wrecking 
of this great American industry. 

Just how this thing works will be 
made clear when I point out that 
the 431,067.000 barrels of fuel oil 
used in the United States in 1927 
displaced 110,000,000 tons of coal, 
or approximately 20 per cent of the 
normal output of American coal 
mines. Even this displacement 
was so disastrous as to close a vast 
number of mines and to throw 
many thousands of mine workers 
out of employment. And, now, if 
this government permits the con- 
tinued free entry of foreign-pro- 
duced oil, it will mean the closing 
down of nore mines and the unem- 
ployment of more thousands of 
men. 


Declares Millions Need Work. 


When hundreds of thousands-- 
aye. millions—of men are out-of 
work, as is the case at present, 
there must necessarily follow a 
slump in business and commerce 
ef the country. These men, with 
no opportunity to earn a living. 
have no money to spend. They 
cannot buy the products of mills, 
factories and shops. They cannot 
trade with local merchants and 
business men. Consequently, the 
entire business and_ industrial 
atructure of our country suffers 
from business depression. 

Especially is this. true in those 
countless communities, once pros- 
perous but. now practically bank- 
rupt. where coal mines either are 
wholly idle or operating but a few 
hours a week and where the earn- 
ings of coal mine workers have 
shrunk almost entirely, if not alto- 
gether, to the vanishing point. 
Coal is produced in thirty States, 
and these conditions exist in each 
and every one of these thirty 
States. We contend that the Con- 
gress should not take any step that 
would further aggravate this in- 
tolerable condition, and this is 
what would happen if foreign oul 
were given continued entry free of 
tariff duty into the United States. 

We contend. further, that it is 
the duty of Congress to protect 
the interests of American labor 
rather than that of foreign labor. 
Americans are not employed to any 
appreciable extent in the produc- 
tion of oil in foreign countries. 
Wages paid for labor performed in 
the production of oil in those for- 
eign countries goes to inhabitants 
of those countries. They receive 
American money for producing oil 
that would be shipped duty-free 
into the United States and throw 
thousands more of American work- 
ing men out of employment. There 
would be no justice in such a plan 
from the standpoint of the best 
interests of the American public. 


Sees All Business. Benefited. 
On the other hand, an adequate 
tariff on foreign ‘oil, whether it 
comes from Mexico, South Amer- 
ica or anywhere else, would 


strengthen the demand: for Ameri- : 


can oil and American coal for fuel 
purposes in this country, and it 
would mean employment,. earning 
power, food, clothing, shelter, edu- 
cation and progress for countless 
thousands of good, loyal American 
citizens. It would mean a revival 
of the coal industry, now so near 
to the industrial graveyard.» It 
would mean improvement. in indus- 
commerce and trans- 
It would mean more 
usiness for the merchants and 
business men of the thirty coal- 
producing States.

The memorandum takes the position 
that such decisions are judicial in 
character, and that unless the way 
to judicial review is left open, con- 
nor of property is likely to re- 
sult. 

Two other criticisms are contained 
in the memorandum. . One is with 
respect to the licensing of. customs 
house brokers, which, while approved 
in principle, should be, it is urged, 
so established that such _ brokers, 
when aggrieved by a decision of the 
Treasury Department, might: take 
such grievance before the United 
States courts. ; 

The establishment of — foreign 
trading zones is also urged.. Such 
zones would be areas within the 
United States, within which foreign 
merchandise might be admitted with- 
out payment of duty, for the purpose 
of subjecting it to processes of man- 
ufacture. Duty would subsequently 
be assessed in the event that the 
material was admitted into the com- 
merce of the United States, but 
would not be assessed in the event 
that such merchandise, after proces- 
sing, should be exported. 

In arguing the subject of finality 
of appraisers’ decisions, the memo- 
randum reads: 

“The determination of the proper 
basis of assessing duty rests, in con- 
siderable part. at least, upon an in- 
terpretation of law enacted by Con- 
gress. To grant final power to an 
individual subject only to review by 
his superior in a matter of this char- 
acter is, in our judgment, unwise 
and unfair, since it denies to Amer- 
ican citizens the right of judicial re- 
view by the proper courts in a mat- 
ter relating to property rights. 
Wrong decisions by appraisers under 
the proposed plan may well lead to 
the confiscation of property without 
the owner having the right of appeal 
to the courts. Moreover, this asso- 
ciation believes that confusion would 
inevitably arise from conflicting de- 
cisions of the various appraisers of 
merchandise throughout the United 
States in connection with importa- 
ta of identical] or similar merchan- 

se. 

* The functions of the appraiser of 
merchandise and the Secretary of 
the Treasury are purely administra- 
tive, and they should not be charged 
with the duty of making judicial de- 
cisions. It is not inconceivable that 
such officers, wholly unintentionally, 
might follow personal opinions and 
wishes in this important matter, 
which would be illegal, unsound and 
unfair, but if the bill is enacted with- 
out amendment, those whose rights 
are: thus infringed would have no 
appeal. The enactment and enforce- 
ment of tnis provision would work 
incalculable harm to domestic manu- 
facturers whose merchandise enters 
into competition with similar im- 
ported articles, as well as to im- 
porters desiring to enter- and pay 
duty strictly in accordance with the 
intent of Congress as indicated in 
the law.”’

FEARS FOR TARIFF 
IN SENATE HANDS 


People’s Legislative Service Pre- 
dicts It Will Ontdo House in 
Extortionate Duties. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Peo- 
ple’s Legislative Service, in a state- 
ment issued tonight, stated that the 
membership of the Senate Finance 
Committee offered scant hope to 





farmers and consumers, that the 
tariff bill it will draft will be an im- 
provement over the bill adopted in 
the House. Nobody seriously argued 
that the House bill would be of a 
real benefit to the farmers. 

“Bad as is this outlook,” the state- 
ment continued, ‘‘before the Smoot- 
Reed - Watson-dominated Finance 
Committee is finished with its job, 
the farmer may learn to his sorrow 
that, in multiplying iniquities and in 
creating new burdens, the tariff 
mongers of the House were the 
veriest novices. 

‘“‘With Reed of Pennsylvania writ- 
ing the iron and steel schedule. 
Smoot of Utah the sugar schedule 
and Watson of Indiana the agricul- 
tural schedule, the public has everv 
reason to expect the worst in the 
way of extortionate and oppressive 
legislation. 

“The allocation of subcommittee 
chairmanships is evidence, if evi- 
dence is needed, that the tariff 
which is to be laid before the Senate 
will be more contemptuous of the 
rights of consumers and of farmers 
tnan in the House bill. It has been 
indicated by Smoot, Reed and Wat- 
son that tariff revision, ostensibly 
undertaken to bring agriculture to 
equality with other industries, is to 
be completely lost sight of. 

“The net result of action by the 
House is a tax on consumption of 


between $600,000,000 and $700,000,000, | 


of which the farmer will be com- 
pelled to bear his proportionate 
share. For every dime that has been 
given to farmers in added protection 
on his commodities a dollar will be 
taken from him in enhanced living 
costs.”’

TO SIFT VAN METER SUICIDE 


Gloucester Stirred by: Death of: Po- 
lice Chief During Liquer Inquiry.

GLOUCESTER, N. J., June 9.— 
City officials declared today that 
they would demand that the Camden 
County grand ju vestigate the 
charges repeated before it, which 
led Police Chief Charles J. Van Meter 
to commit suicide yesterday.

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REPLY TQ LEHMAN 
ON STATE HOSPITALS 


Hewitt and Hutchinson Promise 
Definite Proposals and Confer- 
ence on McGinnies’s Return. 





LAY DELAYS TO ARCHITECT 





Think Attempt Is Being Made to 
Build Up a Case for Another 
Bond Issue. 





Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, June 9.—Senator Charles 
J. Hewitt and ssemblyman Eberly 
Hutchinson, chairmen of the Legis- 
lature’s financial committees, today 
sent to Governor Roosevelt and 
Lieut. Gov. Lehman their answer to 
a letter written by the latter as Act- 
inz Governor, relative to conditions 
in the State hospitals for the insane. 
The legislators stated they would be 
ready, as soon as Speaker McGinnies 
returned from his vacation, to con- 
fer with the Governor on plans for 
relieving the overcrowded conditions 
in the hospitals. 

The letter follows: 

Hon. Herbert H. Lehman, Lieuten- 
ant Governor, State of New 
York, Albany, N. Y. 

Dear Governor: We have received 
your letter of June 1 concerning 
the shortage of beds in the State 
hospitals for the insane and note 
with satisfaction that you are cog- 
nizant of the delays in the State 
Architect’s -office which, we point- 
ed out in our letter of May 28, 
have caused the overcrowded con- 
dition in the hospitals, 

We are amazed that you should 
attach political significance to our 
inability to call on you last Tues- 
dey, and as you now say, discuss 
the hospital situation. When we 
talked with you at the hearing on 
the budget case we told you that 
we expected to be in Albany again 
on Tuesday for a meeting of the 
Reforestation Commission. We in- 
terpreted your invitation to call as 
a polite formality and explained 
that we would be pleased to drop 
in on you in the morning if you 
were to be there, but that our 
afternoon was taken up with the 
reforestation hearing. 

You replied that you would not 
be in your office in the morning, 
and we suggested that if there was 
sufficient time after the fulfilment 
of our other engagements we would 
call on you then. There was not 
sufficient time. Nothing was said 
about discussing the hospital situ- 
ation. We can view your public 
reference to the incident only as 
an attempt to make political capi- 
tal out of a very trivial incident. 
If there were a misunderstanding 
you have our apology for failing 
to appear. 


Declare Their Figures Correct. 


You question some of the specific 
incidents’ of delay that we cited 
you. The statements contained in 
ou: letter to you as to the dates 
of appropriations are correct to our 
own personal knowiedge. The state- 
ments with reference to the dates 
contracts were let and construction 
completed were made upon infor- 
mation furnished us by the Depart- 
ment of Mental Hygiene and the 
Department of Public Works. Our 
statement as to the number of beds 
which will be provided by appro- 
priations outstanding on April 1, 
1929, was made upon information 
furnished by the Department of 
Public Works verified by the De- 
partment of Mental Hygiene and 
the various State hospitals. 

We think you are in error in your 
statement that there will be 1,500 
to 2,009 lecs beds than our figures 
indicated. If any of these state- 
ments were misleading or inaccu- 
rate, the responsibility lies with 
the departments which furnished 
the figures, and these departments 
are under your control. 

We were not aware, as recited 
in your recent letter, that you and 
Governor Roosevelt had come for- 
ward with ‘‘definite and construc- 
tive recommendations”’ to relieve 
the shortage of beds in the hos- 
pitals, unless the Governor’s pro- 
posal for a $50,000,000 bond issue 
hurriedly transmitted to the Legis- 
lature during the closing days of 
the last session, and your own con- 
clusion that between $50,000,000 
and $70,000,000 are necessary for - 
this purpose may be considered 
‘‘definite’’ recommendations. 


For Change at Ward’s Island. 


Let us say at once, we have long 
felt that the hospital on Ward’s 
Island in New York City should be 
moved outside the city limits. Con- 
ditions there in the older buildings 
are deplorable. The city of New 
York needs the island for other 
purposes. There are financial ad- 
justments to be made between the 
city and the State in view of the 
State’s large investment on the 
island and the proposed surrender 
of the State’s fifty-year lease to 
meet the city’s convenience. This 
matter should be negotiated at 
once, and the patients removed 
as soon as practical. 

Let us also make it clear that in 
anything we may say regarding 
either questions of fact or ques- 
tions of policy we do not wish to 
appear dogmatic nor to claim im- 
munity from error. We regard it 
very unfortunate that Governor 
Roosevelt and you should have 
committed yourselves to a bond 
issue in advance of the careful in- 
vestigation that you are now mak- 
ing, and we fear, in view of this 
commitment, that you would be a 
little more than human if you were 
able now to approach the problem 
with an open mind. We have com- 
pleted our investigation and will 
be in a position as soon as Speaker 
McGinnies returns from his vaca- 
tion either to make definite pro- 
posals to relieve the hospital situa- 
tion or to sit down with Governor 
Roosevelt and work out a program 
to submit to the Legislature at the 
next session. 


Provisions for Enlargement. 


We note that your estimate of 
the cost of providing 18,000 beds 
between now and 1936 is some- 
thing between $60,000,000 and $70.,- 
000,000. This is at a rate of be- 
tween $3,333 and $3,888 per bed, 
the maximum unit cost if the beds 
are to be provided by the construc- 
tion of entirely new hospitals. 

You apparently ignore the fact 
that several of our hospitals were 
provided with central heating 
plants, sewage disposal plants, 
laundry and kitchen facilities, &c., 
greatly in excess of the immediate 
requirements in order that the hos- 
pitals might be enlarged as occa- 
sion required at greatly reduced 
unit costs. We trust that you do 
not propose to throw away the ad- 
ditional money invested in these 
unnecessarily large central plants 
and to launch the State on a policy 
of providing beds solely by the con- 
struction of new hospitals. 

We feel sure that your investiga- 
tion of the hospital sites will show 
vou, as we have learned, that we 
have several opportunities, partic- 
ularly at Creedmoor, at Central 
Islip, at Pilzrim Hospital, at Rock- 
land and Kings Park to procure 
at minimum cost and maximum 
oon at least 15,000 added inmate 


eas. 
At some of these sites the util- 











ities, such as power, water and 
sewage, are already installed for a 
considerably larger inmate popula- 
tion. At the ether, the utilities 
can be expanded at minimum cost 
to meet the added inmate housing. 
At Central Islip and at Pilgrim we 
have ward units of admirable effi- 
ciency which we are now repro- 
ducing at Central Islip at a per 
inmate cost of scarcely over $1,200, 
utilities included. 

We are considerably concerned 
by your statement that the $2,615,- 
000 already appropriated for hos- 
pitals out of the $100,000,000 is sub- 
stantially all that can be made 
available from this source for hos- 
pital construction. One of the prin- 
cipal arguments used to induce the 
people to approve this bond issue 
was the need of the hospitals. If 
we were to allocate so small a sum 
as $2.615,000 out of the total of 
$100,000,000 for hospital construc- 
tion, we would bear out in a star- 
tling degree the fears expressed by 
those critics of the 00,000,000 
bond issue who predicted that large 
sums would be diverted by the 
Legislature for purposes not con- 
templated by the people. We trust 
you do not intend this. 

Let us assure you that we shall 
be very glad to recommend to the 
Legislature that money be made 
available for hospital construction 
just as rapidly as !t can be advan- 
tageously expended by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the 
State Architect. If the funds can- 
not be provided out of the existing 
surplus, which as you know far 
exceeds the early estimates, nor out 
of the existing bond issuc, of which 
$60,000,000 is still unpledged, nor 
out of current revenue, then there 
will be nothing to do but to au- 
thorize another bond issue, even 
though by so doing we add heavy 
interest charges to the actual cost 
of construction and add materially 
to the State debt, which is rapidly 
becoming a financial burden to the 
taxpayers. 


Scent Another Bond Issue. 
We must say, Governor, in all 
frankness and in the best of good 
nature, it does not seem to us that 


you are approaching this subject 


objectively, with a view to finding 
the best solution to the problem 
confronting us, but rather by call- 
ing attention again and again to 
the distress of some of the pa- 
tients in our eo gph by exag- 
gerating costs and minimizing re- 
sources, that you are simply at- 
tempting to build up a case for an- 
other bond issue. 

What you are trying to do pri- 
marily is to finance recurring hos- 
pital needs through the issuance 
of bonds. You have arbitrarily 
sct the year 1936 as the end of the 
period to be financed by the pro- 
posed bond issue, but the demand 
for more hospitals is not going to 
stop then. It will continue indefi- 
nitely. We trust that you do not 
intend that the State should go on 
forever issuing bonds to pay for 
this current expense. 

In conclusion, Governor, let us 
repeat that we shall most certainly 
recommend to the Legislature that 
funds for hospitals be made avail- 
able just as rapidly as the State 
architect’s office prepares the plans 
and specifications. We believe that 
one of the greatest causes of past 
delay has been the apparent un- 
willingness of our architects to 
adopt standardized plans for hos- 
pitals and instead to spend an inor- 
dinate length of time planning 
monuments to their personal ar- 
chitectural ingenuity, and we are 
gratified that you apparently have 
in contemplation plans for speed- 
ing up the work in the architect’s 
office. 

Realizing the futility of prolonged 
public discussion of this problem, 
since we are agreed on the funda- 
mental point that hospital beds 
must be provided, we propose, as 
soon as Speaker McGinnies returns 
from his vacation, to invite Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt in conference with 
us with a view to arriving at an 
agreement as to the details of a 
program. . 

We are sending a copy of this 
letter to Governor Roosevelt.

She is alleged to have told 
authorities after her arrest that the 
rebels planned to capture the com- 
mander of the Guadalajara garrison. 

Considerable correspondence with 
persons in the United States was 
found also, the dispatches say, but 
the authorities refuse to discuss 
them.

Partial returns in yesterday’s na- 
tional election of delegates to the 
World Zionist Congress, to be held 
at Zurich, Switzerland, beginning on 
July 28, indicated about a 75 per 
cent victory for the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America. The result was 
announced by Dr. S. Bernstein, sec- 
retary of the election board, at mid- 
night last night before that body ad- 
journed until today. 

About 30,000 votes had been re- 
corded at that time, Dr. Bernstein 
said, of which 10,000 were cast in 
New York. All Jews in America 
wha paid a shekel-fee of 50 cents 


were eligible to vote, and a total as 
high as ,000 had been expected. 

Judged by the incomplete returns 
of the vote, which itself governs the 
number of delegates, Dr. Bernstein 
said that about thirty-five delegates 
would be sent abroad. Of these, a 
few more than a score will represent 
four parties which fused their nomi- 
nations in the Zionist ticket embrac- 
ing 125 names. Three minor opposi- 
tion parties also put forth tickets. 
and it is from their ranks that the 
remaining delegates will come. Judge 
Julian W. Mack was announced as a 
prominent member of the minority 
who might be elected. 

Among’ prominent New York 
Zionists whose elections were said to 
be assured were Louis Lipsky, presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organization of 
America; Morris Rothenberg and 
Abraham Goldberg. 

The principal work of the world 
congress will be to take final action 
on the question of the extension of 
the Jewish Agency, a plan which 
would unite Zionists and _  non- 
gala for the rebuilding of Pales- 

ine. 

Meanwhile, a nation-wide campaign

The chief obstacle to the condem-

HE visitor to St. Paul’s Cathedral in London is impressed when he looks at the modest tomb of 
Sir Christopher Wren. Upon that tomb is inscribed in Latin: “If you seek his monument, look 
about you.” 

The greatest and best possible memorial for that renowned architect is the majestic cathedral 
in which he was buried. 

A visitor to Independence Square, Philadelphia, may look upon the buildings erected on the west 
side of the Square by Cyrus H. K. Curtis, who happily is still aggressively alive—and realize that 
these are his living monuments. 

Those two buildings, one the home of the Public Ledger, the other the home of the Curtis 
Publishing Company, which front upon the nation’s birthplace, are the fruit of one man’s enter 
prise, courage, and foresight. 

There are perhaps many persons who do not even yet comprehend the magnitude of the Curtis 
business. Nor does the city sufficiently applaud the civic spirit which impelled Mr. Curtis to con 
struct those temples of publication, which are a solid adornment for Philadelphia. 

More than in almost any other agency which touches the daily life of great masses of people, the 
public is interested in newspapers. A newspaper which comes morning or evening into the home is 
in a sense a member of the family. 

For ninety-three years past the Public Ledger has gone into Philadelphia homes. The influences 
exerted over that period upon the public mind and public action are immeasurable. 

Hence the recent completion of this beautiful new home for the Ledger, covering the entire 
block bounded by Chestnut, Sansom, Sixth and Seventh Streets, is a matter of civic interest. 
It is a good occasion to tell something not only about that newspaper, but the forceful personality 
of Cyrus H. K. Curtis behind the paper, 


The Ledger’s career naturally divides into three epochs. These cover almost the whole of its 
ninety-three years of existence. 


The founders in March, 1836, were William M. Swain, A. S. Abell, and A. H. Simmons. The 
Ledger was born a little newspaper in contrast with many of the more voluminous sheets of that day. 

What those daring publishers lacked in quantity of space they much more than made up in 
brightness and punch of contents. The baby Ledger at once proved a fighter. 

Before it was a year old it felt free to attack a court in a famous murder case and so got into its 
first libel suit. 

These publishers had also the Baltimore Sun, and the combination of Ledger and Sun at once 
rivaled the best newspapers printed in the United States. 

They were the first to receive a presidential message over Dr. Morse’s new telegraph. They 
together, by means of pony express riders and railroad trains, scored a beat on the world in first 
publishing the capture of Vera Cruz during the Mexican War. 

To obtain first knowledge of an important treaty, the Ledger formed with the Sun a pony express 
service from Halifax to Philadelphia and Baltimore. 

The news was thus carried 1000 miles in fifty hours. That may appear today slow service beside 
our radio messages which circle the globe in a minute, but it was a record for speed some eighty 

ears ago. 
: Swain and Abell continued publication of the Ledger until 1864, when it was sold to 
George W. Childs. His regime continued more than thirty years. 


|: 1840, when only four years old, the Ledger had a circulation of 15,000 copies daily. "That year 
it did something not theretofore seen in any other American newspaper. 

The Ledger published the first daily financial or stock market article. The financial editor was 
Joseph Sailer, father of John Sailer, for forty years a noted Philadelphia banker. 

During the Childs regime the Ledger was ultra-conservative and gave much space to solid financial 
and business news. 

It was considered foremost in that field in Philadelphia, with Joel Cook as financial editor. 

Childs as a publisher was safe and sane. He took no chance. 

He told the writer once that his reporters and editors had positive instructions to omit publica- 
tion of an item of news if they were not sure of all the facts. ; 

“Then,” added the placid Childs, “we print it correctly the following day.” 

That policy created for the Ledger a reputation for accuracy which became one of its most 
valuable assets. 

Mr. Childs told W. M. Singerly, a rival Philadelphia newspaper publisher, that it had been his 
ambition to make the Ledger earn $1000 profit a day. And he reached that goal. 

At that time in the nineties, the Ledger with no Sunday edition and a yearly profit of, say 
$325,000, was among the half-dozen leaders in the United States. ; 

That sum is small compared with profits of many newspapers today, but it was not small thirty 
years ago. 

Under Childs the circulation of the Ledger advanced to near 1009300 copies daily. Perhaps his 
most notable achievements were the introduction in the Ledger offic® of the first fast rotary Hoe 
printing press and the erection of the old Ledger Building, then regarded as the handsomest news 
paper office in America. 

Enterprising as he appeared to be in some respects and successful as he made the Ledger finan- 
cially, George W. Childs was not an aggressive publisher, A wide gulf separated his more timid and 
local policies from the sweeping ambitions of Mr. Curtis. 


When Mr. Curtis purchased the Ledger from Mr.Ochs in 1913, he had a definite purpose. 
“I want to make,” said he, “the Ledger a Philadelphia institution.”

earn big profits was not his aim. Creation of a nationally-known, or world-known, newspaper, was what he 
sought to accomplish. 


Here was a publishing genius who already had in the field of magazines the greatest success inthe world. That was 
conceded everywhere. 

Now Mr. Curtis proposed to translate the enterprise which had scored so enormously in The Ladies’ Home Journal 
and The Saturday Evening Post into a daily newspaper. 

This “Man from Maine,” as his son-in-law, Edward W. Bok, calls him in his biography of Mr. Curtis, had made his 
own fortune. 

Starting as a newsboy at Portland in Civil War days and with a capital of three cents, the ambitious lad has never 
stopped until now three powerful magazines and three daily newspapers in Philadelphia and New York bear his name. 

Mr. Curtis has been a prodigious maker of money. What is fully as important, he has been an immense spender of 
money in order to make it. 

One of his own favorite stories relates how he paid $1000 for the old Saturday Evening Post just to get its honorable 
name and then quickly spent $1,000,000 to promote it. 

The Centennial brought Mr. Curtis to Philadelphia. Being a New Englander he naturally thought of setting up in 
business at Boston. What he saw in Philadelphia during the great Exposition induced him to remain here. 

That decision was felicitous for Philadelphia. 

From those two enormous printing shops covering two large city blocks, the Curtis concerns pour out daily more 
than 400,000 copies of newspapers and over 16,000,000 copies of magazines every month. 

Those two buildings, with the equipment inside of them to carry on this enormous printing business, represent 
approximately $30,000,000. 

That figure, large as it may seem when attached to two office and publication homes, is still small when placed beside 
the value of the Curtis Publishing Company alone, the market quotations of the stock of that company showing it to be 
estimated at about $280,000,000. ‘ 

And this refers orly to the company which publishes the three magazines, but in no way includes the newspaper 
plant from which issues the morning and evening Ledgers. Nor does it include the new establishment of the New York 
Evening Post which Mr. Curtis purchased and for which he erected a large new home,

Company property. They are entirely separate and distinct. 


The Curtis-Martin Newspapers, Incorporated, owns and publishes the Public Ledger in Philadelphia, as well as the 
New York Evening Post. These are the personal property of Mr. Curtis. 

The Curtis Publishing Company, on the contrary, has now many stockholders. Hence, the two institutions are finan- 
tially and editorially as distinct as if complete ownership in both were in separate hands. 

Mr. Curtis aimed to make the Ledger a national newspaper and a Philadelphia institution. He is himself a national 
figure and a Philadelphia institution. “How did you accomplish all this?” he is asked. The reply is usually the same: 

“Through the perfection of an able organization.” 

In his magazines he was fortunate in having the help of extremely able editors and business associates. Louise Knapp 
Curtis, long an editor of The Ladies’ Home Journal, is awarded a great share of the credit for its success by Mr. Bok 
himself, who for thirty years was its most brilliant editor. His ability and success were phenomenal along the lines he 


Jaid out, and these qualities are also conceded by the publishing world to the present editor of The Saturday Evening 
Post, George Horace Lorimer. 


Te public frequently confuses the relatlonship existing between the Ledger property and the Curtis Publishing 


From no circulation whatever, Mr. Curtis has made The.Saturday Evening Post grow into more than 3,000,000 copies 
a week, a progress unrivaled by any magazine published by any other company in the world. 

Philadelphia had had in previous years famous magazines for women. “‘Godey’s Lady Book” and the Graham publi- 
cation took front rank in this country. 


James Elverson had made a prodigious success here with his “Golden Days.” So Mr. Curtis found in Philadelphia 
what he considered a fertile field for his idea of publishing a magazine for women. 

Of course, The Ladies’ Home Journal then became his first success. When it was earning great profits he decided, if 
possible, to create a new kind of magazine and one which should appeal especially to men. 

The Saturday Evening Post is the remarkable sequel to that second resolve. Then still later Mr. Curtis believed that a 
high-class and first-class magazine for people interested in farming would be popular; although as he jocularly says, 
he has no personal knowledge of a farmer’s problem, having been a town man all his life. 

The Country Gentleman, now with a very great circulation, is the fruit of that third ambitious thought. 

With Mr. Curtis, however, it is not so much what you do as how you do it. It isn’t the job, but the way the job is handled. 

And he never in his publishing business forgets his own axiom: 

“To make money, you must spend money and lots of it.”

E does not wait for things to come to him. He goes after them. Hence his building up 
for his Ledger a foreign news service which rivaled that of any newspaper. 

The dollars to be spent didn’t bother him at all. The only question he asks is “Is this 
worth doing at any price?” 

If it is worth doing, the size of the bill never stands in the way of execution of his ambition. 

To further his plans for a truly Philadelphia institution with the Ledger property, Mr. Curtis 
first established the Evening Public Ledger. 

Then in order to obtain the Associated Press franchise and to reduce the number of evening 
competitors, he purchased the Philadelphia Evening Telegraph from Rodman Wanamaker, but 
which had for years been a successful journal under the ownership of Charles E. Warburton. 

That was only the start of his newspaper consolidations, for shortly afterward Mr. Curtis pur- 


chased from Rodman Wanamaker the Philadelphia Press, which had been founded by Colonel_ 


John W. Forney. 

Then still more recently he bought from the Thomas B. Wanamaker estate the old North 
American, for many years pride of the McMichael family. 

These three newspapers cost Mr. Curtis nearly $4,000,000. But the price never daunted him once 
he had determined that the move was a wise one to make in the interests of his Ledger properties. 

So from the one central Public Ledger office comes the Public Ledger and the Evening Public 
Ledger. 

Not only has Mr. Curtis established in Philadelphia an unrivaled magazine business and carried 
on a great newspaper establishment as well, but he is a good citizen in all the significance of that 
adjective. He is endowed with civic pride. 

Only this summer he told his native town of Portland, Maine, that it should rebuild a central 
portion of the city and make it more attractive. 

He has made many large bequests to various places or institutions in his old home State. But 
none is comparable to the contribution made to Philadelphia in the two beautiful business homes 
for his magazines and newspapers. 


NDER Childs, the Ledger had for competitors a long list of distinguished editors and 
publishers. Colonel John W. Forney, owner of the Press, was one and his successor, 
Charles Emory Smith, another. 

The McMichaels were potential forces in journalism, as were also John Russell Young and Charles 
Warburton. 

Colonel A. K. McClure and William M. Singerly were picturesque figures for years in Philadel- 
phia journalism. The Ledger’s own editorial staff included such able men as William V. McKean, 
who became editor the very day Childs bought the paper, and L. Clark Davis. 

The first woman editor on any Philadelphia newspaper to attract attention was Mrs. Hallowell of 
the Ledger. For years ex-Mayor J. Hampton Moore was a reporter on that newspaper. 

When Mr. Childs died there were in this city thirteen daily newspapers printed in English. Today 
we have but six, although the population of the city has about doubled. 

But it is also true that the circulation of the six newspapers now is more than double that of the 
thirteen in George W. Childs’ time. , 

News gathering and newspaper publishing have been completely revolutionized since the older 
Philadelphia papers first appeared. There was then no telegraph. Even the railroad was in its 
infancy. 

No press associatiow was then thought of, such as the present Associated Press, for gathering of 
news from every point on the globe where civilized people dwell. 

The Ledger now in one day spends more money for cable, telegraph, telephone, and radio mes- 
sages than Swain and Abell spent in twenty years for telegraphic news. 

Yet the price of the newspaper to the reader is only two cents, just as it was for decades in its 
more youthful era. | 

Franklin paid $120 a year for the office in which he printed his newspaper and did his general 
printing business. 

The Ledger’s newspaper plants are said to have cost, with their equipment, from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000 each. 

One issue of the Sunday Ledger now uses up more white paper than would have been required 
to publish the original Ledger of Swain and Abell for half a century. 

It is in this new and immensely wider field of daily journalism that Mr. Curtis has come at a 
time of life when many less virile men than he spend their days taking their ease. But he enjoys 
and thrives on activity. 


No cloistered editorial or publication job for him! He likes to be out on the firing line where 
there is action. 

Much of the burden of carrying on the work of the Ledger and the New York Evening Post is 
now borne by his son-in-law, John C. Martin, who is the active business head. He is following in 
Mr. Curtis’ footsteps. His theory is that a newspaper publisher and editor should know personally 
what is going on in the world and should have innumerable contacts with live people and business 
on all sides. 

So the Ledger moves serenely up close to its centennial year. The Girard Trust Company takes 
a peculiar interest in the date of the Ledger’s hundredth anniversary since both came into being 
in March, 1836. 

In the first issue of the Public Ledger, by the way, appeared a notice of Girard Beneficial Asso- 
ciation, which was the original title of the Girard Trust Company,

Nationalists Vote Opposition to 
Debt Accord and Evacuation of 
Rhine Without Guarantees.

Majority in France Seems to Hold 
Agreement the Best Obtainable 


and Ratification Likely?

PARIS, June 9.—France’s attitude 
toward the experts’ report is one of 
expectancy about what will happen 
next. Of the plan itself there is lit- 
tle or no criticism. It is merely ac- 
cepted as something which was. in 
the circumstances, inevitable, and 
Most people consider that France 
was lucky to have come as well out 
of it as she did. 

The plan provides a mobilizable 
eapital of 42,250,000,000 francs (about 
$1,651,975,000) for France’ and, 
although that is less than was ex- 
pected and far less even, when added 
to what already has been paid, than 
France actually lost in the war, it 
would provide such relief for the 
French budget that it is inconceiv- 
able that the plan as such will be 
Tejected. 


All discussion is around the second 
rovision, for the recovery from 

ermany of enough to meet France’s 
debts to England and America. 
There is little or no doubt that the 
government and majority opinion is 
willing to accept this de facto lien 
upon the reparations settlement ac- 
cepted by Germany. There are 
others. however, who refuse to take 
into acccunt anything except the 
fact that there is no juridic lien, and 
on that ground they are pursuing 
their campaign against ratification 
of the debt agreements despite the 
Young plan provisions. 


Nationalists Show Disapproval. 


Yesterday at Rouen the Republi- 
ean Federation, that is to say, the 
Nationalist party,-which is presided 
over by Louis Marin, passed a reso- 
lution that in no case would France: 

‘First, renounce the just and un- 


alterable indemnity which is due her 
for covering reparation. 

“Second. pay to the Allies more 
than she received from Germany. 

“Third, evacuate the Rhineland in 
a manner which would be premature 
and dangerous for the security of 
the country.” 

It should not be thought that 
this resolution represents universal 
French opinion. Even within the 
party there is a strong division of 
Opinion. But it serves to show how 
difficult will be the task of any gov- 

. ernment which tries to get the ap- 
roval of the Chamber of Deputies 

o the Young plan, to ratification of 
the debt agreements and to evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland. 

For Premier Poincaré the task }s 

especially delicate, for the National- 
ists, who now take this extreme op- 
posite view. have formed part of his 
majority. In his speech last week 
he declared he did not care who 
| voted for or against him, provided 
only his or another government had 
a sufficient majority to face the 
triple task in front of it. which, in 
his opinion, must be gone through 
with. 


Ratification by Decree Possible. 


If he does succeed in getting the 
vote he needs, he will proceed. it is 
gure, to ratify either by decree or, 
if possible, by even a reduced vote 


in the Chamber. Then he would re- 
sign. Even he has had enough of 
being ground between the upper and 
nether millstones of debts and repa- 
rations. 

Publication of the Young report 
has, in fact, caused little comment. 
Practicall: all of its provisions and 
the manner in which these provisions 
are secured had been described from 
day to day while the conference 
Jasted. In the press all kinds of 
opiriovs are reflected. The Temps 
of jasi evening took a tone of beati- 
tude and considers France fully cov- 
ered as to foreign engagements. The 
Journal des Débats thinks every gov- 
ernment must accept the report. La 
Journée Industrielle, paper of the 
business man. expresses regret at 
the provision that any remission of 
the interallied debts will benefit Ger- 
many only as far as the last twenty- 
two years is concerned and mainly 
during the first thirty-seven years. 


Wants Evacuation Delayed. 


Léon Bailby, in the Intransigeant, 
finds his only consolation in the re- 
port in the fact that France’s debts 
are covered, but he does not want 
the Rhineland evacuation hurried 
until everything is signed and secure. 
Pierre Bertrand, 
writes: Aa 

“The American delegates were in 
no way delegates of their govern- 
ment, which was in no way engaged. 
What will happen, then, if Washing- 
ton disavows them? What will there 
be left for tis in the” Young plan? 
There is nothing concluded because 
nothing is assured.’”’ . 

In view of the lack of interest in 
the report or its provisions, it would 
seem that the government’s position 
with regard to the debt ratification 
had not been really strengthened, as 
was hoped. When-discussion begins 
before the Finance Commission of 
the Chamber, interest probably will 
revive. There is going to be a lively 
and very voluble debate, but the 
common-sense opinion of ‘the country 
is undoubtedly in favor of accept- 
ance of the report, ratification of 
the debt agreements and evacuation 
of the Rhineland. Even the extreme 
Nationalist, Henri de Kerillis, at a 
Rouen meeting yesterday, declared 
that what must be faced was 
whether France, which had already 
gone bankrupt for four-fifths of her 
wealth at home, was to risk bank- 
ee abroad by refusing to pay her 

ebts. >

‘On the economic side the report 
opens the road to final liquidation— 
through ordinary channels of com- 
mercial transactions—of the intolera- 
ble load of war commitments which 
has hung like a millstone around the 
necks of belligerent countries.

lawry by refusing participation in

“Our whole system of self-govern- 
ment,”’ said Dr. Flint, ‘‘will crumble 
either if officials elect what laws 
they will-enforce or citizens elect 
what laws they will support. The 
worst evil of disregard for some law 


is that it destroys respect for all law. | 


“If citizens do not like a law, their 
duty as honest men and women is to 
discourage its violation; their right 
is openly to work for its repeal.’’ 

Dr. Flint dealt directly with prohi- 
bition at this point. “‘Of the gross 
lawlessness of the day,” he said, 
‘“‘prohibition at the worst can be re- 
garded as the occasion, but in no 
sense as the cause. Responsibility 
for the conditions of the day must 
fall squarely on those violating the 
law and. upon those who by active 
Patronage oor passive sympathy 
create, maintain and comfort the 
active violators of law. The propo- 
nents of prohibition who fought the 
lawless, legalized traffic in days 
gone by, are the most active and 
relentless enemies of the illicit traffic

Fair-Minded Protest Attacks on Law. | 


“American fair-mindedness is be-

CALLS 10 OLD FAITH 
IN SERMON AT UNION 


Dr. Richmond in Baccalaureate 
Deplores Tendency to Reject 
Idea of God as Friend of Man. 





DR. DAY TO CONFER DEGREES 





New President Will Officiate Today 
at Commencement. Exercises 
for the Pirst Time.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., June 9.— 
President Frank Parker Day for his 
first time will confer degrees tomor- 
row morning at the 133d annual com- 
mencement of Union College. Dr. 
Day assumed the presidency of 
Union on May 4, having been elected 
last November to succeed Charles 
Alexander Richmond, president for 
twenty years. 

Six honorary degrees and the an- 
nual scholastic prizes also will be 
awarded. 

President Day also will confer de- 
gress upon the graduates of Albany 
Medical College and the Albany Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, branches of the 
university. 

President Emeritus Richmond de- 
livered the baccalaureate sermon 


this morning in the Memorial Chapel. 
In the afternoon. Elmer A. id- 
marsh, director of music, gave an 
organ recital. 

r. Richmond told the graduates 
there is in man that which fits him 
for divine companionship. Using the 
text that Abraham ‘‘was called the 
friend of God,’’ Dr. Richmond said 
that ‘‘God has made us in His own 
image as the ancient scripture says 
He did.” 


Science and the Idea of God. 


*‘A good deal of our modern thought 
rejects this’ idea,’’ Dr. Richmond 
continued. ‘‘To many minds trained 
in strict scientific method, the con- 


ception of a God who can be the 
friend of man or of man as the 
friend of God is simply ridiculous. 
But why should it seem ridiculous? 

‘Is it because we are getting used 
to some lower conception of the 
origin and destiny of man? Some- 
times in our rare moments of hu- 
mility we accuse ourselves of think- 
ing of ourselves more highly than 
we ought to think. The truth is the 
exact opposite. Many of us are 
thinking of ourselves less highly 
than we ought to think. We are in- 
clined to accept a philosophy which 
talks of God as an impersonal cos- 
mic force, or a great Perhaps, and 
talks of man as a series of electric 
cells, or, as James Hannay put. it. 
a compound of gas and matter and 
nothing more.”’ 

The result, President Richmond 
asserted, is that we are in danger of 
lowering our whole conception of 
human life, evidence of which, he 
said, could be seen in the prevalence 
of the mechanistic theory which 
seems to have fascinated so many 
young minds. It may also be seen, 
he said, in the demand for extreme 
types of so-called practical educa- 
tion, which gives no thought to spir- 
itual culture, and has for its sole 
aim the fashioning of young men 
into more efficient industrial ma- 
chines. 

“This means that many of us are 
too dull or too fearful to claim our 
share in the pleasures-and privileges 
that actually belong to us as the 
sons of God,’’ he continued. ‘‘The 
best I can say to you as an older 
to a younger friend—for I still claim 
you for my boys—the best I can wish 
for you, is that you may prepare 
yourselves to be the friends of God. 
Whatever else you ‘may set your 
heart upon, if you gain the right to 
that title, you will have the best life 
has to give.’’

The secret of 
his influence was his tenderness, 
sympathy and understanding, and 
th> secret of these qualities was his 
gospel of love.’’ .

A country-wide survey of radio re- 
ception for WGY, KOA and KGO 
has been started from Schenectady 
by K. B. Hoffman, maintenance en- 
gineer of WGY, in a special radio- 
equipped automobile, according to 
the, General Electric Company. Mr. 
Hoffman is proceeding westward to 
Chicago, Denver, Salt Lake City and 
San Francisco. He will return by 
slow stages through Los Angeles, 
Phoenix, Fort Worth, New Orleans 
an | Montgomery, Ala. The radio car 
is said to have a complete array of 
long and short-wave sets and meas- 
uring apparatus. 

The national plan of radio investi- 
gation for the General Electric sta- 
tions, located at Schenectady, Denver 
and Oakland, Cal., is to ascertain 
how their signals are received in 
small cities and in rural districts 
which have no local stations from 
which to intercept entertainment, 
and where listeners must depend 
upon high-power broadcasters operat- 
ing in cleared channels when Sum- 
mer interference is greatest. Mr. 
Hoffman also will ask listeners and 
others. to fill out a questionnaire, 
dealing with the quality of reception 
from the three stations, types of pro- 
gram preferred and if an increase 
in power for stations is favored.

Few will read the entire report of 
the Paris experts, but many will 
desire to keep it for record and ref- 
erence. It reveals in a vivid and 
concrete way, by its length and de- 
tail, the immense labor which went 
into its preparation. The vast sums 
involved; the conflicting interests to 
be reconciled; the long look before 
and after which had to be taken; 
the ingenious devices and resorts in 
order to meet objections and sur- 
mount difficulties which had to be 
worked out; the bold plan for giv- 
ing hereafter German reparations a 
commercial rather than a political 
aspect—all these things must have 
put a heavy tax upon the ability and 
the patience of the men who spared 
neither energy nor time in con- 
summating this great international 
service. 

The general nature of the agree- 
ment arrived at had been sufficient- 
ly indicated in the dispatches from 
day to day. But this summary of 
the whole, in gross and in minutiae, 
is calculated to impress every stu- 
dent of it deeply and to fire his 
imagination. Especially will he be 
inclined to grow enthusiastic over 
the skillful elaboration of the scheme 
for an international bank. This may 
be said to be the key to the whole 
Young plan. It will unlock problem 
after problem. First of all, it will 
cause German payments to flow, 
not directly to the Treasury of other 
governments, but to a financial in- 
stitution and intermediary which 
will have full control of all the deli- 
cate questions of foreign exchange. 
Then the new international bank 
will proceed as promptly as possible 
to commercialize, through the issue 
of bonds, those portions of German 
payments which are “ non-postpon- 
able.” This looks directly to an ear- 
ly liquidation of a part of the Ger- 
man debt on the basis of its present 
value, and carries in it the promise 
that the whole will be eventually 
extinguished in that manner. 

The directors of the international 
bank are to be appointed by the 
various central banks, but it is spec- 
ified that if any one central bank 
declines to cooperate, the others 
shall invite “two fellow-nationals ” 
of the governor of that bank to par- 
ticipate. Everybody knows the rea- 
son for this. It was to meet the offi- 
cial announcement made at Wash- 
ington that no member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve would be allowed to 
become a director of the interna- 
tional bank. That came at a time 
when the American Government 
was decidedly cool toward the 
whole work of the experts of Paris, 
and skeptical of its amounting to 
anything. This temper has since 
changed, and perhaps if the question 
were now raised for the first time, 
the decision would be different. 

It does not greatly matter, since 
two American bankers, not in the 
Reserve, will doubtless be selected 
for the international bank. But it 
does come, in the midst of the uni- 
versal rejoicings over the success of 
Mr, YOUNG and his associates at 
Paris, as unfortunate that the United 
States must once more appear in a 
kind of ostentatious aloofness when 
a great.international undertaking is 
about to be carried through. In it 
this country has. an undoubted and 
vital interest. After the interna- 


gins functioning, Americans can no 
more pretend that they are not af- 
fected by it than they could that our 
weather is not influenced by what 
happens, meteorologically, in Green- 
land or in the West Indies. 

This offishness on the part of our 
government will soon pass and may 
be forgotten. What matters today 
is the great sense of relief and the 
kindling of new hope which have 
spread through all the world with 
the announcement from Paris. The 
most churlish among us cannot fail 
to see what a big thing has been 
done. Nor can they withhold their 
meed of praise from fellow-citizens 
of theirs when they see Germany 
and France and England hastening 
to applaud and thank the Ameri- 
cans who did so much to bring 
about the splendid result. 


EXTRA POLITICS. 


Republican leaders in Congress 
are greatly pained to find their little 
plan for winding up the tarm bill 
and getting an agreement on the 
tariff, with a pleasant recess thrown 
in for the good children, meeting 
snag after snag. But they should 
remember that such is ever the 
course of true love and statesman- 
ship, when the trail of politics crosses 
it. The organization Republicans are 
grieved that their insurgent breth- 
ren and the Democrats should ex- 
pose themselves to the charge of 
“playing politics” with important 
bills. But the retort might be made 
that the whole extra session of Con- 
gress was really a form of playing 
politics. 

Mr. HOOVER was induced by Sena- 


‘tor BORAH to promise to summon 


the new Congress, because it looked 
at the time as if this were an indis- 
pensable move to retain the vote of 
the farmers in the West for the Re- 
publican ticket. Except for politics 
of this kind, it is doubtful if the 
extra session would have been called 
at all. Perhaps the President him- 
self now regrets that he put himselt 
under a pledge to call it. At all 
events, it was folly to expect that a 
politics-ridden Congress would not 
inject politics at every possible point. 
This is saying nothing of the mer- 
its of the matters in debate. They 
are almost lost sight of in the hurly- 
burly of playing for position in the 
Senate and in the House. It is sol- 
emnly urged that the farm Dill 
should be speeded to enactment in 
order to raise the price of wheat at 
once for the distressed farmers. But 
if they are not more than usuatly 
credulous, they will not expect the 
government, intervening in the form 
of an Earthly Providence, to give 
them any real aid—at least on this 
year’s crop. And they will note that 
the relievers in Congress are more 
concerned about their own political 
fortunes than they are about com- 
ing to the rescue of American agri- 
culture. The plaintive: cry is raised 
in Washington that the Senate ought 
to be an orderly business body, not 
a collection of politicians looking 
after their own. But they might 
reply, as the Irish Democrat did to 
CHARLES ELIOT NORTON, urging a 
reform in nominations for office: 
“You can’t expect us all to be 
angels, can you?” 


“ RELIABLE STATISTICS.” 


The National Commission on Law 
Observance and Enforcement meets 
early in its career with its prime 
difficulty. It must have all the 
statistics available in regard to 
crime and law enforcement in the 
United States. It will be possible 
in time, as Chairman WICKERSHAM 
says, ‘“‘to assemble in one place such 
“statistics on crime as are avail- 
“able.” But these have been kept 
for the most part in no full or orderly 
manner, according to different sys- 
tems or want of system. The hap- 
hazard character of American crim- 
inal statistics has long been the 
subject of just complaint. When 
the National Crime Commission be- 
gan its labors in 1926, a year in 
which a “crime wave” was sup- 
posed or imagined to be rolling over 
the country, it sought in vain for 
authentic information. 

It applied to the Association for 
Municipal Research, which could 
give it no figures. To collect, as 
best they could be collected, the de- 
sired statistics would cost a million 
dollars and take six months; and 
the figures amassed, such as they 
were, would embrace only the year 
previous. The National Crime Com- 
mission urges every State to gather 
exact criminal statistics. The plan 
is that each peace officer notify the 
Sheriff, who reports to the Secre- 
tary of State. The Baumes Crime 
Commission has had written on the 
statute books amendments intended 
greatly to improve the lax methods 
of getting crime statistics. Senator 
KNIGHT, chairman of the subcom- 
mission, says that “we have pro- 
“ gressed, in this respect, further 
“than any other State in the Union.” 

That is scanty praise, and most 
of the progress has yet to come. 
In 1928 Senator KNIGHT reported 
for the subcommission: 

While dependable statistics con- 
cerning the actual number of 
crimes committed are difficult to 
secure and outside of a few large 
cities practically impossible, we 
have in New York City police re- 
ports which serve as a reliable 
index to the number and kind of 
reported offenses. 

So this city is the Cleveland of the 
East. Two years ago a committee 
of the Philadelphia Law Associa- 
tion, reporting on the administration 





tional bank is established and be- 
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of the criminal law, found the usual 
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defective statistics. For instance, 
in Philadelphia, it couldn’t ascertain 
the total number, of crimes reported 
to the police; and apparently there 
was ‘a considerable number of 
“murders in which no arrests were 
““made.” On such rambling and 
incomplete data from forty-eight 
States conclusions must be formed. 

The inequality of sentences in 
different jurisdictions and the duty 
of the pardoning authorities to 
equalize that inequality if conditions 
warrant, is another old question, 
involving the exercise of the pardon- 
ing power, on which “reliable sta- 
tistics” will be difficult to obtain. 

There are no general principles, 
there is no theory generally fol- 
lowed, to instruct the judges what 
penalty they shall impose. Execu- 
tives or pardoning boards, acting 
otherwise than according to the 
ancient royal doctrine of “ grace,” 
are even more in the dark. Enor- 
mous. is “ the whole of our problems 
“involved in criminal law and its 
“ enforcement.” 


CENSUS AND MERIT. 


Senator. WAGNER is right. Con- 
gress ought to stand by his amend- 
ment placing recruitment of. per- 
sonnel for the forthcoming census 
squarely under the Civil Service 
Commission, That is the best way 
to assure a strictly impartial count 
and, what is equally important, to 
establish public confidence in the 
result. Politics has no place in cen- 
sus taking, as New York State re- 
cently found to its cost. The Census 
Bureau in Washington is entirely re- 
moved from the political arena, and 
would do its best to secure an honest 
and accurate count in any event, but 
it should not be subjected to the po- 
litical pressure that will inevitably 
follow the placing of the temporary 
staff in the patronage class. 

Unfortunately, the House of Rep- 
resentatives refused to forego the 
privilege of a finger -in the pie, 
and now the Senate conferees have 
agreed to give up the Wagner 
amendment. If they had chosen 
to explore the possibilities of com- 
promise, they might have found a 
basis for it in the different classes of 
employes listed in the bill. It makes 
provision for about 550 supervisors, 
1,200 to 1,500 special agents, 3,000 
interpreters and 95,000 enumerators. 
The House bill exempts them all 
from the provisions of the civil ser- 
vice rules; the Senate bill gave them 
all a merit status. Obviously, the 
enumerators, though more numer- 
ous, are less important. The super- 
visors are the key men in the tak- 
ing of the census. If they and the 
special agents and interpreters were 
recruited by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, it would be a forward step. 


MERCHANTS OF LIGHT. | 

In creating the Latin American 
Fellowships of the John Simon Gug- 
genheim Foundation, former Sena- 
tor GUGGENHEIM refers to the trade 
which he has long been carrying on 
with many of the republics to the 
south of us. He now proposes: to 
promote “ commerce of things of the 
mind and of spiritual values” be- 
tween these two continents of the 
hemisphere. It is not a one-sided 
need. The proposal of exchange 
fellowships rests upon the convic- 
tion that we have much to learn 
in those ‘countries “that are our 
“elder sisters in the civilization of 
“ America.” oo 

Under the existing foundation 
more than two hundred American 
scholars and creative workers have 
been enabled to continue their 
studies and researches in other parts 
of the world. Over eighty fellow- 
ships have recently been assigned 
for the coming year in subjects 
ranging from the rainfall. of the 
British Isles to the infiltration of 
SCHOPEN HAUER’S pessimism into Ger- 
man literature, and from the study 
of Etruscan painting at Tarquinia, 
Italy, to clinical experimentation in 
Africa with “certain new arsenical 
“compounds in the chemotherapy 
“of trypanosomiasis.” Though the 
foundation has been in existence 
only four years, it-has already borne 
fruit of rare excellence. 

The plan for Mexico and certain 
South American countries differs 
from that now in operation in that 
the new fellowships will be open not 
alone to citizens of the United States 
but also to citizens of the Argentine 
Republic, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Peru; 
Uruguay and Mexico. This is a dis- 
tinct advance in practice beyond the 
dream of Sir FRANCIS BACON as set 
forth in his “ New Atlantis,” for his 
“merchants of light ” who went into 
foreign countries had no counterpart 
fellows in exchange. They even 
went themselves under color of the 
names of the nations they visited 
that they might gather information 
for their own nation—though not to 
maintain trade in gold or silver or 
silks or spices, “nor any commodity 
of matter,” but only “light of the 
growth of all parts of the world.” 
This new project opens our ports 
with special inducements to mer- 
chants in this sort of commerce from 
our neighbor nations in the. conti- 
nents beyond PLato’s Atlantis—be- 
yond the Thule of SENECA’s dream, 

These fellowships are but another 
indication of the trend of thought 
toward a closer relationship with 
other countries and another proof of 
a desire for intellectual as well as 
material exchange. It is gratifying 
that there are individuals of the 
mind and means to open these new 
routes for merchants of light, to es- 
tablish in actuality these reciprocal 
missions even. more wholesome in

THE SUNRISE HIGHWAY. 

Despite the sunless sunrise and a 
cold drizzling rain, the Sunrise High- 
way on Long Island was officially 
opened on Saturday morning. The 
road has already been in use, in 
whole or in part, since Spring. It 
is not yet completed owing, among 
other things, to the failure to ar- 
range for the railroad crossing at 
Valley Stream, but the detours are 
short and not too obstructive. Al- 
ready the highway is doing much to 
relieve congestion along the South 
Shore of Long Island, providing 
a fine broad concrete pavement 
from Brooklyn to Amityville. As the 
route parallels the Merrick Road, 
which has had to bear most of the 
South Shore traffic, its usefulness is 
sure to be great. 

When the Southern State Parkway 
is completed, the South Shore will 
no longer need to complain of a lack 
of adequate traffic arteries. The 
three parallel lanes should be able 
easily to handle even the dense Sun- 
day crowds. The trouble still lies 
in the junction of these highways 
with the urban districts. The ap- 
proache: through Jamaica are in- 
adequate, badly paved, and heavily 
congested by local traffic. The 
approaches in Brooklyn also leave 
much to be desired, and are, in ad- 
dition, confusing to the motorist 
who does not know his way through 
that city. Motorists. going to and 
from New York City have, of course. 
the further ordeal of the Queens- 
boro Bridge, which is now so 
crowded that it has lost much of its 
serviceability. 

The encouraging thing is, how- 
ever, that improvements are being 
made in the Long Island road sys- 
tem despite the handicaps of politics 
and local obstructions. Even road 
signs are being put up, so that the 
motorist no longer has to be person- 
ally familiar with every corner and 
intersection or else possess a special 
sense of direction which enables him 
to divine the route to the place 
which he wishes to reach. The bat- 
tle for more and better roads. has 
been a long one, with progress slow. 
It is not finished, and will require 
constant vigorous support such as 
Governor SMITH consistently gave 
to the Long Island program. If 
Governor ROOSEVELT in the course 
of his projected State tour in July 
could find time to visit Long Island 
he would doubtless realize as keenly 
as did his predecessor that the de- 
velopment of this gigantic sand bar 
as an urban, suburban and rural 
residence district as well as for pub- 
lic recreation purposes has already 
so much outstripped the transpor- 
tation facilities-that special efforts 
are needed to push the road work 
as rapidly as possible. Good plans 
have been drawn up. Progress has 
been steady in the last six years. 
But much still remains to be done. 


THE DRIFT TO APARTMENTS. 


The report of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics shows that the trend 
toward building apartment houses 
has increased steadily throughout 
the principal cities and towns of the 
country during the last eight years. 
This implies social tendencies which, 
while less easy to appraise than the 
economic, are of concern to the 
entire nation. Always.a race of 
nomads, Americans are - rapidly 
deserting their single-family houses 
—even the two-family type seems 
doomed—for quarters in apart- 
ments. Responsible for the change 
are in part the new comforts and 
advantages to be found in modern 
apartment houses. The movement 
began in the big cities: It is now 
spreading throughout the country. 
Last year, according to the bureau’s 
report, nearly 54 per cent of the 
new residence buildings in 257 cities 
were apartments, compared with 
less than 25 per cent in 1921. The 
percentage is even higher—67.2— 
when only the fourteen largest 
cities are considered. New York and 
Chicago led in 1928, with about 80 
per cent of new construction being 
apartment houses in each. 

One result is to increase the sense 
of impermanence, already strong 
among Americans. The idea of the 
“old home” has always loomed 
larger in fiction than in fact. This 
was inevitable in a new country 
where the incentives to “take up 
and move” have always been strong, 
and where the European. custom 
of preserving property intact for 
a single heir has never widely 
prevailed. Economic changes have 
hastened the process.. Elderly per- 
sons born below Canal Street re- 
member moving several times—first, 
to Washington Square; 


thence to the upper Fifties off Fifth 
Avenue, and finally to an apartment 
house uptown on Park Avenue. 

This heightened preference for 
living in apartments_is..the final 
break with the rural tradition, the 
last step in urbanization. The no- 
mads of the United States can now. 
change with even less difficulty than 


thé Arab, who has at least to fold up| 


and carry his own.tent. Our apart- 
ment dwellers have only to send 
for a moving van (how. lucky are 
the Arabs in certain respects!) and 


move into quarters which are the. 
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exact reproduction of those which 
they vacated. 

Invasion of suburban regions by 
apartment houses has been marked 
by. a-curious failure to preserve 
some of the charm of the country- 
side while providing multiple dwell- 
ings. In the cities there has, as a 
rule, been little more than a back 
yard or a small plot of ground to 
remind the single-house dwellers of 
the “great open spaces.” But the 
loss of even this cannot but be felt 
—as witness the hardship on dogs 
and other pets, which are rapid- 
ly being ostracized, to the grief 
of many a child. Presumably, the 
automobile enables the apartment- 
house dweller to get “back to 
nature.” But this, too, is at the 
expense of an increased sense of 
transiency. 


WATERLOO ON THE STAGE. 


In their colorful revival of the 
dramatized “ Vanity Fair ” last week, 
The Players revived also a legend 
about Waterloo for which the author 
of the novel was not responsible. 
Mr. MITCHELL’s stage version, which 
The Players used, pictures the guests 
at the Duchess of RICHMOND’S bail 
as thrown into panic by the sound of 
N‘APOLEON’S cannon. The playwright 
had the excuse. not only of observing 
conventions of the drama, but of re- 
peating BYkoN, whose celebrated de- 
scription broke up the ball at Brus- 
sels with the cry: 

Arm! Arm! It is, it is the can- 
non’s opening roar! 

As a matter of fact, NAPOLEON’S 
cannonades were not apt. to be or- 
dered for the middle of the night 
and, as a record of history, no battle 
was in progress at that moment. 
The Duchess of RICHMOND gave her 
ball on a Thursday evening; the en- 
gagement at Quatrebras began next 
day, and Waterloo was not fought 
until the ensuing Sunday. THACK- 
ERAY, who based his narrative on 
conversations with an English gentle- 
woman who had been among the 
Duchess of RICHMOND’S guests, ob- 
served the chronology correctly. The 
ballroom is startled, in his story, not 
by the sound of artillery but by the 
news that “the enemy has passed 
the Sambre.” It is only the next 
afternoon, when the troops have 
long since departed, that the Irish 
Major’s~ wife runs’ to the Brus- 
sels hotel window exclaiming: GoD 
defend us, ’tis cannon!” and it is 
two days later that “the cannon of 
Waterloo began to roar.” 

Nevertheless, there were some au- 
thentic and highly impressive inci- 
dents which the author of “ Vanity 
Fair” did not describe. The Duke 
of WELLINGTON may not have been 
taken by surprise, but the facts that 
he himself left the ballroom only at 
3 A. M. and that the Guards arrived 
at Quatrebras from Brussels the 
following evening, barely in time 
to check the victorious advance of 
Marshal NEY, are derived from mili- 
tary reports, not ‘from poetry or 
fiction. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Those prohibition 
agents who raided 
the celebration of 
the founding of the 
Republican party at 
Ripon, Wis., are accused of malicious 
motives. It is charged that they 
wanted to take revenge for the re- 
cent repeal of the State enforcement 
act in Wisconsin, signed by Governor 
KouH.er, who was present. It is also 
intimated that they wished to show 
that if the’State would not do it the 
Federal Government would. In any 
case, they made themselves a good 
deal of a-death’s head at the Repub- 
lican feast. — . 

Is it not+possible, however, that 
they were actuated by a strong his- 
toric sense? They took a vivid way 
of illustrating a great change since 
seventy-five years ago. It is true 
that the first Republican President 
was personally a teetotaler, but he 
consorted affably with heavy drink- 
ers. The lawyers with whom LiIn- 
CoLN rode the circuit in Hlinois were 
solid men capable of stout potations. 
And it will be remembered that Lin- 
coLN, when told that General Grant 
often. drank too much, hoped. that 
somebody would furnish the other 
Union Generals the same brand of 
whisky. 

The raid at Ripon may have been 
intended to show how far behind us 
we have put that disreputable past, 
with its puny men. Yet it must be 
confessed that the event was not of 
a sort to fill the audience or the 
speakers with joy. Many of them 
openly resented it, and declared that 
it would make more votes against 
prohibition the next time of asking.

The recent death of 
Mrs. Mary Davis Buck- 
NALL, aged 84, the 
first child of Anglo- 
Saxon parentage to 
be born in San Francisco, calls to 
mind the stirring events which took 
place during her childhood. 

Mary. Davis grew up with the his- 
tory of California. The house in 
which she was born was one of the 
first built in Yerba. Buena—later San 
Francisco. She saw California ceded 
to the United States by Mexico and, 
in October, 1850, was among those 
who greeted the mail steamer Ore- 
gon, which brought the news of ad- 
mission to the Union. She saw the 
rush for gold in 1848 and watched 
the rapid succession of events which 
changed the new Territory into a 
prosperous State. 

Her grandfather, Gzorce C. Yount, 
had come to California only fourteen 
years earlier with the trapping party 
of WILLIAM WOLFSKILL. One of the 
first white settlers of the State, he 
was naturalized and received large 
land grants in Napa County from the 
Mexican Government. He played a 
prominent part in the early history 
of the State, signing the bonds which 
enabled many American pioneers to 
remain in California. It was largely 
due to his efforts that, in the Winter 
of 1846-47, the first relief party was 
sent to the rescue of the Donner ex- 
pedition, lost in the Sierras. 

In 1843 Yount was joined by his 
two daughters, who had made the 
hazardous journey overland. Eviza- 
BETH, the younger daughter, married 
JoHN CaLvert Davis, one of the first 
settlers of Yerba Buena. Their daugh- 
ter, Mary, who later became the wife 
of Dr. Grorce James BUCKNALL ef New 
York and Paris, played an important 
role in the civic and social develop- 
ment of San Francisco. It was main- 
ly through her efforts that Golden 
Gate Park was reclaimed from the 
sand dunes and the pioneer traditions 
of the State preserved.

An interest- 
ing example of 
casting bread

pears in the story from London 
about the discovery of important 
historical records dealing with the 
British army of occupation in New 
York during the Revolution. 

A lecturer, taking as his subject 
“Destroying History,’’ told of the 
losses to scholars through the Jde- 
struction of personal, official and 
business files. This so impressed 
one of the radio audience that he 
searched through some waste paper 
waiting to be made into pulp and 
there found the records of the British 
Commissary General in America for 
the years 1774 and 1777. These, on 
inspection, were found to contain 
information of interest about New 
York in those years. 

Although the quantity of documents 
of this sort that have been destroyed 
is surely high, the quantity still re- 
maining in attics and cellars on both 
sides of the Atlantic must be great. 
From time to time important collec- 


tions of letters have turned up as a 
result of appeals from libraries or 
historians through the newspapers. 
But this is one of ‘the first cases on 
record of the successful use of the 
radio in preserving historical records. 


THE RUSURBAN PLAYGROUND 


Opposition to Site Is Said to Be 
Due to Misconception. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. Lacey says of the Rusurban 
site: ‘‘It is a gloomy plot since the 
erection of apartments adjacent."’ 
Possibly Dr. Lacey is unaware, as we 
find many are, that the site pur- 
chased by the city here for a play- 
ground includes much more than the 
Fulton Street side of the old Rusur- 
ban estate. There were three parcels 
of property, one of which was the 
Bearns estate, on which is the gar- 
den bequeathed to the public for ten 
years. A shaded, grassy slope on 
which are large trees does not seem 
to me gloomy, although the sun 
shines on all of it for only a part of 
the day. 

If four-story apartments could keep 
the sunshine away from grounds 105 
feet deep, I am afraid New Yorx 
would hardly enjoy any sunshine at 
all. The shade cast by these apart- 
ments and by the building) bounding 
the site on the west will be greatly 
appreciated by those who seek relief 
on scorching days. The garden is 
flooded with sunshine all day long. 
How much we have longed for more 
shade in some of our city play- 
grounds, which have too much the 
appearance of deserts, on the long 
Summer days! 

We are not surprised to find that 
many children will play on the 
crowded sidewalks, and frequently in 
the dangerous highways, rather than 
walk to a playground where there is 
practically no shade. The fact that 
the ground is a little above street 
level adds to its attractiveness and to 
the breezes that will refresh those 
who go there. Why any one should 
talk of leveling a pretty grassy slope 
I have been unable to see. There 
will be no expensive grading n -eded, 
but merely a little straightening and 
arranging walks, fences, &c., and 
puttin in apparatus. When we have

RESPECT FOR LAW. 


How Disregard of One Statute 
May Extend to Others. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In an editorial in THe Times to- 
day you comment upon my statement 
in an address to the Berkeley Divin- 
ity School in New Haven, in which I 
called attention to the fact that that 
part of the community who have 
most at stake in the preservation of 
law and order are preaching and 
practicing an open disregard for cer- 
tain laws to which they object, ap- 
parently without any concern for the 
effect upon the maintenance of the 
law in general, especially the law de- 
signed for the protection of life and 
property, the fundamentals upon 
which rest the continuance of civil- 
ized society. 

You comment on this with the im- 
plication that I meant to state that 
because people advocated or prac- 
ticed violation of the Volstead act 
they would disregard the laws de- 
signed for the protection of life and 
property, and you say: 

Certainly ordinary 

would not justify the glib inference 
that one who disregards the pro- 
hibition iaw will also disregard the 
law against forgery or embezzle- 
ment or criminal assault. 

I certainly did not mean to express 
any such inference. On the contrary. 
my observation was to point out that 
the effect of preaching and practic- 
ing dan open disregard for certain 
laws tends to weaken respect for 
other laws, and that if one class of 
the community may openly disre 
gard laws which they object to they 
afford a justification to another 
class in the community in disregard- 
ing a different set of laws which may 
be fundamental for the protection of 
life and property, which the first 
class mentioned are peculiarly depen- 
dent upon. As you state, because one

class of the community think poorly | 


of a law which undertakes to regu- 
late personal or social habits of the 
individual, it does not follow that 
they wish to relax enforcement of the 
laws against crime. But the trouble 
is that general disregard for one 
class of law by persons highly placed 
in a community necessarily tends to 
weaken respect for law on the part 
of other classes of the community. 
And that was the lesson which I was 
seeking to point out at New Haven, 
a Jesson which, it seems to me, re- 
quires no special evidence to support 
it, but which rests on the natural in- 
ferences which intelligent people 
would draw from familiar facts.

LAWS AND ENFORCEMENT. 


Comment on Impossibility of Mak- 
ing Unpopular Statutes Effective. 
To the Editor of the New York Times: 

The President, Mr. Wickersham 
and others are very much exercised, 
and rightly, over the present wide- 
spread disrespect for law and are 
exhorting all good citizens to mend 
their ways. They will get the same 
response as old King Canute when 


he commanded the rising tide to re- 
cede. 


Can any one seriously maintain 
that this disrespect, which undoubt- 


edly exists and which is unquestiona- 
bly a menace:to our national life, is 
anything but the direct and inevita- 
ble result of the dissatisfaction of 
millions of perfectly good citizens 
with one particular law? And cannot 
these gentlemen see that when mil- 
lions of good citizens refuse to obey 
a law the real trouble is with the 
law, and not with the citizens? 

By what authority, human or di- 
vine, are we required to obey any 
law simply because it is law? Must 
we humbly bow down to all laws, no 
matter how vicious? If our fore- 
fathers had tamely obeyed laws 
which were unjust and had supinely 
submitted to the imposition of, for 
instance, a tax on tea, where would 
this country be today? There 
wouldn’t be any. 

My reasonin ig be mixed, but I 
consider myself a better citizen and 
believe I show greater reverence for 
the founders of my country when I 
refuse to obey a law which is foreign 
to the spirit of our institutions and 
which was forced on me by a bunch 
of fanatics than by tamely submit- 
ting thereto. 

The President’s commission is sup- 
posed to investigate law enforce- 
ment. What it should do is first to 
determine whether or not the laws 
are enforceable, and, even more to 
the point, whether or not they should 
be enforced. 

There are two kinds of laws: nat- 
ural or divine, and statutory. 

“Thou shalt not kill,’’ ‘‘Thou shalt 
not steal,’’ ‘“‘Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against thy neighbor.’’ 
These laws are universally respected 
and are naturally and gladly obeyed 
by 99 per cent of the people because 
they are natural laws. 

A statutory law usually is one that 
makes a crime of something that was 
not formerly a crime. If a substan- 
tial majority of the people believes 
that the act should be considered a 
crime, then it becomes a crime auto- 
matically, and the enactment of the 
law merely provides for its punish- 
ment—no more. When a substantial 
majority, even a considerable minor- 
ity, believes that the act is not in 
itself wrong, then the law is a dead 
letter. It can never be enforced, even 
were its enforcement desirable, which 
it certainly would not be.

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 


Lasting Solution ‘Must — Provide * 
Profit for the Builders. 

To the Ed:tor of The New York: Times: 

Some time ago one of the noted 
engineers of this country who has 
had an international ex:,scrience in 
the matter of housin, large areas 
took me to the window of his office 
on the thirty-seventh floor of the 
Equitable Building and pointing to 
the several square miles of east side 
tenements said, ‘‘Will you tell me 
what else can be made of that area?”’ 
There was but one answer—dwellings 
and accompanying stores. 

Similar problems have presented 
themselves to all the large cities of 
Europe and they have been met by 
local and government subsidy. Dr. 
Keppler, housing engineer for Am- 
sterdam, went about it by determin- 
ing what a workman could afford to - 
pay without violating his economic 
position in the community. This sum 
was capitalized and the difference 
between the actual cost and the eco- 
nomic cost was provided out of 
funds derived from the sale of hous- 
ing bonds, the Government of Holland 
and the city of Amsterdam dividing 
the difference equally between them. 

Mr. Heckscher in his effort to help 
solve the east-side housing problem 
approached the solution on a modi- 
fied subsidy basis—but this principle 
has yet to be applied to the problem 
in this country. 

The evidence is that any extensive 
rebuilding of an area such as the 
lower east side cannot be met by 
limited dividend companies. There 
are so few of them that in all the 
years they have been in operation 
they have not been able to make 
even a small dent in the problem. 
On the other hand, there is proof 
eonclusive that the rebuilding of 
Manhattan’s obsolete buildings is go- 
ing forward at a rapid pace because 
it is profitable, and without this as 
a motive the great mass of uld-law 
tenements and the people who live 
in them wil be without relief until 
the change can be made for profit. 

The Mayor may induce Mr. Rocke- 
feller to take over the seven blocks 
at Chrystie and Forsyth Streets and 
build thereon five or six story apart- 
ments that can be rented for $11 to 
$12 a room, but if the lease is made 
for ninety-nine years and, due ‘to 
obsolescence and deterioration, the 
buildings are no longer suitable 
habitations at the end of forty 
years, will Mr. Rockefeller or his es- 
tate rebuild the seven blocks and 
rent them on a limited dividend 
basis? 

To approach this problem on any 
other basis than that of sound eco- 
nomics is to block the future de- 
velopment of that vast east-side 
area. If it will not stand rebuilding 
for profit, then the city will need to 
find several hundred Mr. Rockefel- 
lers to provide housing for a half 
million people and who will be satis- 
fied with 5 or 6 per cent on their 
investment and at the same time 
take the responsibility that neces- 
sarily goes with such a vast problem

HAS LITTLE EASE AT HIS INN. 


One Finds Much Room for Improve- 
ment in Hotel Accommodations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent press account described 
the resolutions adopted at a meeting 
of New York hotel proprietors and 
merchants—to stimulate interest in 
the city as a ‘‘Summer resort.’’ The 
various attractions were enumerated, 
and a suggestion was made, appar- 
ently in all seriousness, advocating 
the broadcasting of data as to the 
popularity of Coney Island as offer- 
ing a means of escape from city con- 
ditions. The opportunities that exist 
to attract visitors of moderate means 
by providing comfort in hotel rooms 
were apparently overlooked. 

In vain does the prospective ‘‘per- 
manent” or ‘‘transient’’ seek indi- 
cation of a change from the stand- 
ardized concrete cubicle, now being 
erected by the tens of thousands, 
which in the mass forms an impres- 
sive hotel skyscraper. Protection 
from rain and sun is insured, but 
what else? Noise from all six sides 
harasses the visitor day and night. 
The concrete walls and ceilings form 
excellent conductors for telephone 
conversation, radic programs, gram- 
ophone§ shrieks, and  snores—far 
into the night. A perforated door is 
sometimes provided, through which 
comes every sound from the corri- 
dor, including the penetrating re- 
ports of slammed doors, sometimes 
until dawn. When will the New 
York hotel proprietor consider the 
peace-loving members of his family? 
And when will the hotel designer 
realize, as has been realized in Con- 
tinental Europe, that an outer door 
is essential to. quiet and privacy? 

In the Winter, the alternative to 
extreme cold is heat from a radia- 
tor. The original atmosphere is very 
dry. Combined heat and dryness 
cause a rapid evaporation from the 
skin that produces a sense of chill 
—and more ‘heat is turned on. Thus 
it is that the seasoned New Yorker 
is accustomed to an indoor Winter 
temperature that suffocates the vis- 
itor accustomed to less heat, a mod- 
erate humidity and greater comfort. 

Conditions are the reverse of 
health. The mucous membranes are 
desiccated. Head, eye and throat 1n- 
fections are rampant. Tuberculosis 
is on the increase. This trend arises 
from the obvious neglect of the de- 
signer of hotel and apartment ac- 
commodation to depart from a stand- 
ard design that is totally unsuitable 
for the conditions prevailing. 

In the Summer months the condi- 


tions are even worse. Instead of 
cold and dryness; there is heat and 
humidity. What steps have been 
taken by hotel proprietors to make 
their guests comfortable under such 
conditions? . An occasional fan—a 
feeble palliative! 

Present New York hotel rates 
should be sufficient to pay for the 
conditioning of air, in respect to 
humidity and temperature and puri-. 
fication, and its circulation in every’ 
room in the building, not forgetting

Donors See Economic Isolation 
Ended, but Find Need for a 
Closer Spiritual Tie. 





PLANS IN EFFECT IN 1930 





Exchange of Students Will Begin 
With Mexico and Then Will Be 
Extended to Other Nations. 





A gift of $1,000,000 by former 
Senator and Mrs. Simon Guggenheim 
to the John Simon Guggenheim Me- 
morial Foundation, to establish a 
system of exchange fellowships be- 
tween the United States and the 
Latin-American countries, was an- 
nounced by the foundation yester- 
day. 

Set up in 1925 to provide fellow- 
ships between this and foreign coun- 
tries, the foundation has a capital 
fund of $3,500,000 exclusive of the 
new gift. The existing fellowships 
are available for Latin-American as 
well as other foreign countries, but 
it was felt that the potential value 
of closer intellectual relations with 
the nations to the south made it ad- 
visable to create a separate depart- 
ment for them. 

‘‘My brothers and I have long been 
engaged in commerce with many of 
the republics to the south of the 
United States,’’ Mr. Guggenheim 
wrote in offering the gift, ‘‘and we 
know that there are no longer any 
imprrtant factors of economic isola- 
tion separating us. But a similar 
commerce of things of the mind, of 
spiritual values, is yet to be ac- 
complished. It is Mrs. 
heim’s and my hope that this new 
fund may assist in supplying that 
great need.”’ 

Since the establishment of the 
foundation, 230 fellowships have 
been granted, and important work 


has been accomplished by the fel- 


lows, including’ the writing of the 
poem “John Brown’s Body’? by 
Stephen Vincent Benet, and the 
work in physics by Professor A. H. 
Compton of the University of Chi- 
cago, for which he received the 
Nobel prize in 1928. 

The new fellowships will first be 
granted in Mexico in 1930, according 
to present plans. Thereafter they 
will be extended to the other coun- 
tries where arrangements for the 
system have: been made. Latin-Amer- 
ican countries where such arrange- 
ments have not as yet been made 
will also be brought into the system 
as soon as its success appears as- 
sured. 

The plan to be developed, as out- 
lined by the trustees of the founda- 
tion, is as follows: * 

“The Latin-American Exchange 
Fellowships, in the first instance, 
shall bewpen to citizens of the United 
States and of the Argentine Repub- 
lic, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Mexico. 
Peru and Uruguay, on terms gener- 
ally similar to those hitherto govern- 


ing the John Simon Guggenheim Me- 


morial Fellowships in the United 
States. The new fellowships will be 
granted for independent research 
and also for training in the various 
professions, including engineering 
and teaching. Special consideration 
will be given to applicants who de- 
sire to study political, social or 
scientific problems which are com- 
mon to the countries of North and 
South America. If the above out- 
lined Latin-American Exchange Fel- 
lowships are successful, the trustees 
will consider extending them to the 
other countries of Latin America as 
rapidly as proper arrangements can 
be made. 

‘“‘The stipend for these fellowships, 
either for Latin America or for the 
United States, will normally be $2,500 
for twelve months plus a travel allow- 
ance proportionate to the distance 


which the fellows have to travel to 


the places of their study. The fellow- 
ships will be awarded in the first in- 


stance for one year, but with the 


possibility of renewal.’’

If an inquest is decided 
upon, as seems likely in view of 
Justice Bodine’s earlier expressed 
opinion that he thought it advisable, 
the bodies will probably be exhumed.

Roberts was buried a 
week ago in Moorestown and Miss 
Wilson in Colestown. 

To the conflicting stories concern- 
ing the wounds in the head of the 
slain youth another was added to- 
night, which would eliminate the 
murder-suicide theory. This was to 
the effect that one bullet struck 
Roberts at the back of the neck and 
severed the spinal column. —- 

This report held that one bullet 
entered Robert’s head slightly for- 
ward of the right temple, traversing 
the forward part of the head and 
halting just back of the right ear 
and that another was fired directly 
at right angles with the junction of 
the spinal column and the head. 

Though the sponsor of this report 
admitted it was possible that Roberts 
had fired the first two shots, not 
considered fatal, before the third, he 
insisted that it -vas impossible for 
th slain youth to have so placed 
the weapon as to fire the third. 

There was another rumor that 
there were four bullets in the slain 
youth’s head. This was denied by 
the authorities, though officials said 
it might be possible for a fourth 
piece of lead to have been found, as- 
suming that one bullet split on strik- 
ing a bone. 


County Authorities Unmoved. 


Burlington County authorities in- 
sisted they were convinced that their 
earlier diagnosis of murder and sui- 
cide had been supported beyond dis- 
proof. 

They supported their position by 
citing the acceptance by the Roberts 
family of their view. Mr. Roberts, 
who at first charged that his son had 
been slain, has accepted within the 
last two days the theory that his son 
slew Miss Wilson, his ex-fiancée, and 
then took his own life. 

Parker said that John O. Wilson, 
father of the girl, and his wife ar- 
rived at the home about ten minutes 
after midnight and found the bodies. 
The police were on the scene about 
fifteen minutes later. 


Girl Shot Twice in Head. 


There were two bullets in the left 
side of the girl’s head, he said, either 
of which would have produced death. 
The girl died at her home an hour 


after she was found. Roberts was 
taken to Cooper Memorial Hospital, 
Camden, where he died eight hours 
later. X-ray photographs of his 
wounds were taken at the hospital.

WON'T ACT ON STORY 
IN HALL-MILLS CASE 


Jersey Prosecutor Says the 
Tale of an Ex-Convict in 
Detroit Is ‘Ridiculous.’ 








BUT POLICE MAKE A CHECK 





Prisoner Adds That He Got $3,000 
to Leave and Gives Names in 
Kansas to Prove Statements. 





The story of the Hall-Mills mur- 
ders, told in Detroit by Kenneth 
Gladeau, an ex-convict again in 
custody, was characterized yester- 
day as “ridiculous’’ by Inspector 
John Underwood, chief investigator 
for the prosecution at the Hall-Mills 
trial. Others associated in the case 
also discounted Gladeau’s circum- 
stantial tale of murder. 

While his story was being sub- 
jected to fire and as Francis L. Ber- 
gen, Prosecutor of Somerset County, 
was declaring that he would take no 
official notice of it, Gladeau was 
making additional statements in De- 
troit intended to substantiate his 
narrative of witnessing the crime. 

“‘Gladeau not only shows ignorance 
of the geography of the location 
where the Rev. Mr. Hall and Mrs. 
Mills were killed,’’ said Inspector 
Underwood, ‘‘but he suggests cir- 
cumstances of the crime which years 


of investigation have shown to be 
false.’’ 


Story Told by Ex-Convict. 


Gladeau told of seeing a woman 


and two men surprise the clergyman 
and the choir singer at a tryst on 


the Phillips farm on the outskirts 
of New Brunswick, N. J., on the 
evening of Thursday, Sept. 14, 1922. 
He told how the men sought to per- 
suade Mr. Hall to go with them, and 
how the two women had had high 
words. 


Then, as Gladeau told it to Robert 
E. Moore, superintendent of the 
Wayne County jail in Detroit, an- 
other man came upon the scene. He 
killed the clergyman and the choir 
singer, threw the weapon into a 
creek, and, returning to New Bruns- 
wick, entered a house in Carmen 
Street. The ex-convict said he told 
the slayer he would have to pay for 
silence and the next day the man 
gave him approximately $3,000 in 
cash. 

“The man mentioned by Gladeau 
never had $3,000 in his life,’ re- 
marked Underwood, ‘‘and I don’t 
even speculate on whether he might 
have raised the money from other 
persons. The sto is too thin, for 
that. Gladeau is about to begin five 
years as a Federal prisoner and it is 
palpable that he tells this story in 
order to come east and spend at 
least part of his sentence as a wit- 
ness. Time he would put in here as 
a witness would, of course, be de- 
ducted from the time he would other- 
wise spend in a Federal jail. 

“The Detroit police have not eom- 
municated with us in any way, and 
it seems to me that the only persons 
who have taken stock in his yarn 
have been Detroit newspaper men. 
There is no intention of sending any 
of the Hall-Mills investigators, of 
three years ago, out to Detroit to 
question Gladeau.”’ 


Says He Checked Story Years Ago. 


Ervin J. Smith, head of the pri- 
vate detective agency which bears his 
name at 799 Broadway, disclosed 
yesterday that he had checked up 
Gladeau’s story three years ago. At 
that time Mrs. Hall, her brothers, 
William and Henry Stevens, and her 
cousin, Henry de la B. Carpender, all 
later acquitted, were on trial for the 
murder. He was retained by the. de- 
fense to investigate Gladeau’s story. 

“T found that Gladeau was in jail 
at the time of the murder,’’ Smith 
said. ‘‘He was in a Western city, the 
name of which escapes me at the 
moment. I have the records at my 
office, but nothing here at home 
with which to refresh my memory.”’ 

Somerset County Detective Joseph 
S. Hanlon said Gladeau’s story had 
been known to the county officials 
for two months. At no time has it 
been taken seriously, Hanlon said. 

‘‘We are always getting confessions 
of the tall-Mills murders,’’ he said. 
“We. get them by the dozens. Of 
course, we investigate them, but 
they come largely from’ cranks. 
There is nothing unusual about this 
one, so far as I can see. 

“‘The story is full of discrepancies. 
In the firs ar no tramp would 
be likely to be in the place where 
the murders were committed. It was 
well off the main highway, and not 
the sort of place that a man seek- 
ing a place to sleep would go. The 
whole story sounds fishy.’’ 


Adds to His Tale. 


Gladeau, however, added to his 
narrative. In his first statement he 
said that he had been attacked by 
the slayer, who stabbed him twice 
before he got away. Yesterday, in 


his supplementary account, he gave 
the name of a physician in Kansas 
who, a few days after the murder, 
had treated him for his wounds. The 
physician’s name was supplied to Su- 
perintendent Moore, who wired to 
Kansas for verification. 

Another detail furnished yesterday 
by the ex-convict concerned the use 
to which he put some of the money 
he said he accepted as the price of 
silence. He told Mr. Moore that he 
had bought a laundry in Leaven- 
worth, Kan. He also gave the names 
of persons in that city with whom 
he had transacted business. Mr. 
Moore expected to hear today from 
Leavenworth and from the city 
where the physician lives.

Liberty Motor Out of First-Line Air Duty; 
Last War-Engined Bombers Go to ‘Training’

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The be- 
ginning of the end for the famous 
war-time Liberty aircraft engine was 
seen here today when the last 
Liberty-motored army bombing 
planes were ordered out of first line 
air corps bombardment units. They 
will be replaced by new-type bomb- 
ing planes powered with engines 
developed since the war. — 

Eight Keystone ‘bombers, powered 
with the Liberty motors, passed 
through here today from Langley 
Field, Va., en route to Wright Field, 
Dayton, and the army repair base at 
Middletown, Pa., where they will un- 
dergo overhaul. They will then be 
flown to Kelly Field, San Antonio, 
where they will be used to train ad- 
vanced students in piloting heavy 
aircraft. 

The Liberty-engined bombers saw 
their last active service with first- 
line units in the recent Ohio manoeu- 
vres. They proved to be at least fif- 
teen miles an hour slower than the 
new bombers powered with Pratt & 
Whitney Hornet radial air-cooled en- 
gines. The new planes are attached 
to the Second Bombardment. Group, 
Langley Field, and the Eleventh 
Bombardment Group, Rockwell 
Field, California. By the last Air 
Corps appropriation no funds avail- 
able beginning July 1 may be used 
for the purchase of Liberty engines.

On the theory that the war must 
be won in the air, Congress early in 
1917 appropriated $640,000,000 for air- 
craft production, and a corps of en- 
gineers and draftsmen was figura- 
tively locked in a suite of a Wash- 
ington hotel to design what was to 
be known as the Liberty. motor. 
Consulting engineers and motor man- 
ufacturers made available their trade 
secrets. 

It had been promised that the mo- 
tor would be developed by July 4. 
On July 3 the first one was set up 
in what was referred to as a ‘“‘West- 
ern city.”” In order to have it in 
Washington and in actual running 
order on Independence Day, a spe- 
cial express car, with four guards, 
made a record run with it to the 
capital. 

Parts of this first engine had been 
made in twelve different factories, 
and the tools for building it had 
been made by calculations before 
drawings for them were completed. 
Thirty days after the motor had 
been assembled it had been .tested 
and may one by the government. 

The Liberty motor was built in 
three sizes, of four, eight and twelve 
cylinders, with the parts interchange- 
able for all. 








HAVERFORD DEATH 
NOT YET CLEARED UP 


Murder Theory Persists as 
Police Head Uncovers New 
Evidence in Shooting. 








RIFLE TAKEN FROM ROOM 





Classmate Who Found Body of Linn 
Is Said to Have Given Weapon 
to Another Student.

PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—Point- 
ing to hitherto undisclosed evidence, 
Superintendent Charles T. Smith of 
the Haverford Township police in- 
dicated today that the death of W. 
Bramwell Linn, Haverford College 
student who was found shot to death 
in his room Friday morning, may 
yet develop as a murder case. 

Although an inquest scheduled for 
tomorrow night was called off yes- 
terday and all witnesses were per- 


mitted to return home, Superinten- 
dent Smith declared that his investi- 
gation was ‘‘by no means ended”’ and 
that new evidence ‘‘gives rise to 
much doubt which yet must be 
cleared up.’’ 

“At the beginning of this case we 
had a definite suspicion of murder,’’ 
he said. ‘‘That has not yet been 
dispelled entirely.”’ 

Superintendent Smith gave the 
chief points in new evidence as fol- 
lows: 

The sheet and pillowcase from 
Linn’s bed. both bloodstained, were 
retrieved from the college laundry 
some time after the investigation 
began. 

The .22-calibre rifle with which the 
shooting was done was not found in 
the room by the police when they 
arrived. 

There were bruises on the left 
shoulder of the body. 

“Ralph M. Doughty Jr. of Beacon, 
N. Y., Linn’s classmate, who discov- 
ered the tragedy, was questioned in a 
cell here for several hours at m 
orders on Friday,’’ Mr. Smith said, 
“but he told a consistent story and 
we permitted him to return to his 
home.”’ 

Stating that the police were not 
called by the college officials, but 
were notified by Coroner Franken- 
field, Mr. Smith said that when Cap- 
tain Siegel of his force arrived at 
Linn’s room the body had been re- 
moved and a janitor was cleaning 
up the place. 

“I feel that much valuable evi- 
dence which might have assisted in 
a quick disposition of this case either 
had been moved or destroyed,’’ he 
went on. 

‘‘We did find marks on the floor in 
the corner at the head of Linn’s cot 
which might have been made by the 
butt of a gun resting upon it. 

‘‘We have tested this theory of how 
Linn shot himself and watched sev- 
eral men do likewise. It is possible 
of accomplishment. 

“The sheet and pillow cases which 
were on the bed had been removed 
and we had to-go to a laundry to get 
them again. We.then subjected the 
room to a minute examination.” 

Captain Siegel, disclosing what 
happened after Doughty found Linn’s 

ody, said: 

“As I have the story, Doughty 
came running downstairs from Linn’s 
room on the second floor and shout- 
ed to another student, David Bevan, 
whose room was on the first floor, 
‘Come look at Linn.’ 

- “Another student on the first floor, 
John P. Fox, heard Doughty’s calls 
and came to his door. 

“I understand that Doughty had 
the .22-calibre rifle in his hand, and 
that he handed it to Fox and said, 
‘Here, hold this gun.’ 

“Then he ran back upstairs with 
Bevan to Linn’s room. nme of* them 
called the college infirmary and said, 
‘Linn has been hurt badly.’ 

“The nurse who answered the 
phone told the boys to bring him 
over. 

“They wrapped him up in a blan- 
ket, carried him to the campus, put 


‘him into an automobile and drove 


about 1,000 yards to the infirmary.” 





STRIKE PRISONERS 
SAVED BY OFFICERS 


Two Jailed ‘Somewhere in 
North Carolina’ After Band 
at Gastonia Is Evaded. 








DEPUTY SHOT DURING CHASE 





Round-Up of Tent Colony Workers 
Is Pressed During Funeral of 
Slain Police Chief,

GASTONIA, N. C., June 9.—Fred 
Erwin Beal, organizer for the Na- 
tional Textile Workers’ Union, and 
K. O. Byers, who were arrested last 
night at Spartanburg, S. C., narrow- 
ly escaped lynching at the hands of 
a band in South Gastonia this after- 
noon as officers were speeding with 
them in an automobile to a jail 
‘“‘somewhere in North Carolina’’ for 
safe pas Both men are charged 
with complicity in the murder of 
Chief of Police Aderholt, who was 
fatally wounded in the _ shootin 
affray Friday night at the ten 
colony of striking textile workers 
here. 

Beal and Byers, in charge of City 
Councilman Robert Craig and Patrol- 
men H. Jackson and Thomas 
Rankin, were stopped on the edge of 
the city by twelve men, who de- 
manded the prisoners. The officers 
refused to give up their men, Coun- 
cilman Craig finally out-talked the 
posse of citizens, and the officials 
were allowed to proceed -with their 
prisoners. 

George Moore, Gaston County dep- 
uty sheriff, was shot and wounded 
late in the day while pursuing a 
Loray Mill striker wanted in connec- 
tion with the slaying of Chief Ader- 
holt and the injuring of several other 
officers, which grew out of renewal 
of the trouble at the mills. Moore 
said afterward, however, that he had 
been shot accidentally by a riot gun 
in the hands of another deputy. 

The officers continued their round- 
up in the tent colony, and tonight 
sixty-five strikers and their sympa- 
thizers were in jail in Gastonia and 
other .places in North Carolina and 
South Carolina. The prisoners are 
being shuffled from jail to jail in 
an effort to avoid mob violence. 

The feeling against the strikers in 
Gastonia is very strong. Louis Mc- 
Laughlin, identified as the man who 
shot Patrolman Charles Ferguson, 
and Charles W. Carter of Mizpah, 
N. J., the camp guard who first ac- 
costed the officers who went to in- 
vestigate Friday night’s outbreak at 
the tent colony, have been taken 
from Lincoln County jail to a 
stronger prison 

The majority of the prisoners are 
charged with assault with intent to 
kill, but a charge of murder will be 
docketed against a score of them. 
Hearings will be delayed, officials 
said, until local feeling is calmer. 

Among the prominent strikers un- 
der arrest besides Beal and Byers 
are Amy Schechter, International 
Workers Relief Worker; Vera Busch, 
local strike leader, and Joseph Har- 
rison, who said he was a union or- 
ganizer from Passaic, N. J. 

Strike headquarters is now under 
police guard day and night, as well 
as the tent colony, which has been 
maintained by the strikers since they 
were evicted from the houses of the 
Loray Mills Company. 

The funeral of Chief Aderholt took 
place from the First Baptist Church 
here during the afternoon. A crowd 
estimated at 5,000 persons gathered 
at the church, but only 1,000 could 
get in. The others stood outside in 
a light rain during the service. 

Patrolmen Gilbert and Roach, who 
were badly wounded at the time 
Chief Aderholt was shot, are ex- 
pected to recover.

AT OIL CONFERENCE 


Government Officials on Eve of 
Colorado Springs Meeting Em- 
phasize Hoover’s Policy. 








WILBUR FOR STATE ACTION 





Group of Independents Talk of Bolt 
if Their Demands for Tariff 
Go Unheeded.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June 
9.—The most important conference 
ever held in this country for the pur- 
pose of bringing about a solution of 
the oil conservation problem will 
meet here tomorrow. 

The meeting was called at the in- 
stance of President Hoover who, af- 
ter a long study of the problem, is 
convinced the time has come when 
something must be done to eliminate 
waste, economic as well as physical, 
in this great industry, which today in 
the United States represents an. in- 
vestment of about $11,000,000,000. 

When Mark L. Requa of Califor- 
nia, chairman of the conference, 
calls it to order tomorrow morning, 
about $9,000,000,000 of the indus 8 
vast investment will be represented, 
making it, in point of dollars, one of 
the record-breaking industrial gath- 
erings of all time. Such was the 
statement of a high official of 
the government, who is here to 


urge the acceptance by the industry 
of the President’s policies. 


Independents Threaten Fight. 


With one or two exceptions, every 
great oil corporation in the United 
States will be represented when the 
conference is called to order. The 
smaller independent corporations are 
already here in force, and this after- 
noon are threatening to raise a pro- 
test if, among other things, a duty is 
not placed on foreign crude oils in 
the tariff legislation pending before 
Congress. 

Also here, or on the way, are the 
Governors, or their spokesmen, of 
the principal oil-producing States. In 
addition, a majority of the govern- 
ment officials whose duties involve 
the administration of the Federal oil 
resources have arrived. 

The magnitude and. the far-reach- 
ing importance of the oil problem, 
say the Federal officials who are 
here to urge a real conservation 
policy, has failed to impress the man 
n the street. And that which is true 
of the citizen generally is also in 
some instances, they say, of State 
officials who frown on any sugges- 
tion that would curtail production 
and reduce for the time being the oil 
tax now flowing into their treasuries. 


Need of Conservation Cited. 


The State officials and others who 
oppose the Hoover policy fail, it is 
declared, to take the future into ac- 
count. <A wise conservation policy, 
it is contended, will mean in the end 
more taxes, and at the same time 
add immeasurably to the security of 
the nation. Oil, not coal, it is pointed 
out, is the fuel of the service afloat, 
as well as numerous industries, in- 
cluding many of the great railway 
systems, especially those whose lines 
tap the oil fields of Texas, Okla- 
homa, Louisiana and California. 

While Secretary Wilbur has not 
disclosed the trend of his speech to 
the conference, the correspondent of 
THE New YorK TIMES understands, 
he will not suggest Federal control 
or even Federal regulation, of the in- 
dustry. 

The Secretary is expected to view 
the problem as one in which the 
States and not the Federal Govern- 
ment should take the initiative in 
bringing about the reforms neces- 

to prevent the loss of millions 
of dollars annually by waste. 

An example of waste was cited by 
Dr. George Otis Smith, director of 
the Geological Survey. A well was 
recently ‘ = in’ in California 
which is spouting oil at the rate of 
3,500 barrels a day. At the same 
time it is discharging 75,000,000 
cubic feet of gas a day, or more than 
enough gas to supply the city of 
San Francisco. In other words, for 
every dollar of oil produced, more 
than a dollar of gas is lost. 

“That is just one instance, but it 
tells the story and indicates the size 
of this problem which we are trying 
to solve,’’? Dr. Smith said. 


Says Law Gives Power to Act. 


Dr. Smith and other Federal of- 
ficers whose duties include the ad- 
ministration of the oil laws contend 
that the Secretary of the Interior 
can cancel or suspend under the law 
any Federal permit whose holder 
fails to take the precautions required 
to prevent waste of oil or gas, or the 
destruction of oil and gas sands 
through intrusion of water, or in 
other ways. 

‘In other words, if the industry 
fails to develop means to restrict this 
wastage,’’ Dr. Smith observed, ‘‘the 
Secretary of the Interior can, under 
the law, suspend all operations until 
the law is complied with. The policy 
of the President, in a nutshell, is to 
slow up drilling in public domain, 
encourage the shutting in of wells 
already drilled, and take such other 
measures as may be necessary to 
conserve the national supply of this 
vital a 

A group of independents were in 
conference this afternoon on a plan 
of campaign, the purpose of which 
is to force a declaration in favor of 
a duty on foreign oil.

DR. CALHOUN QUOTED 
BY LABOR COLLEGE 


Brookwood Directors Allege 
Communistic Leanings and Op- 
position to School Aims. 








PLEA IN OWN CAUSE FAILS 





He Lays Action Solely to His Fight 
on “Progressive Movement’— 
Vote of Board Unanimous. 





The Board of Directors of the 
Brookwood Labor College at Kato- 
nah, which has itself been accused 
of radicalism and for that reason 
deprived of support by the American 
Federation of Labor, decided yester- 
day to oust from the faculty Dr. Ar- 


thur W. Calhoun, instructor in eco- 
nomics, because of his alleged com- 
munistic leanings. 

Dr. Calhoun, the directors declared 
in a statement issued at the end of 
an all-day conference in the Hotel 
Manger, would frustrate the aim of 
the institution, which is to educate 
workers to a “genuine industrial 
and political democracy,’’ by work- 
ing for the adopition in the celle 
of a policy of communism. In mak- 
ing their decision not to reappoint 
Dr. Calhoun to the Brookwood facul- 
ty of which he has been a member 
six years, it was explained that the 
directors were following the counsel 
of the remainder of the faculty who 
unanimously recommended the step. 


Pleads His Own Case. 


For two hours in the morning Dr. 
Calhoun pleaded his own case before 
the board, seeking to make plain his 
position ani denying that he was 


acting contrary to the aims for 
which Brookwood was founded. The 
board, however, decided unanimously 
against him. Among those at the 
meeting were James H. Maurer of 
Reading, Pa., Socialist candidate for 
Vice Preesident at the last election 
and former president of the Work- 
ers’ Education Bureau, and Dean A. 
J. Muste of the labor college. 

In the board’s statement made 
public by Mr. Muste it was pointed 
out that the procedure against Dr. 
Calhoun had been democratic in that 
it was instituted by his colle es. 
Academic freedom was not involved, 
it continued, as evidenced by ‘‘the 
fact that Brookwood, at a most criti- 
cal period in its history, defended 
Dr. Calhoun’s right to hold and to 
express such political and other con- 
victions as he deemed proper.’’ 

It also denied that the question of 
tenure was involved since Dr. Cal- 
houn in July, 1927, had himself asked 
to be released from obligations of 
tenure so as to be free to accept an 
offer whenever made. The matter 
of Dr. Calhoun’s competency as 
scholar and teacher was likewise not 
pared consideration, the statement 
said. 

“Dr. Calhoun contends that Brook- 
wood should stort a policy of com- 
munism and that those who take a 
contrary position are betrayers of 
labor,’”’ the statement concludes. 
‘“In view of his temperamental in- 
ability to cooperate with the mem- 
bers of the faculty in the achieve- 
ment of the aims for which Brook- 
wood was established, and in view 
of his declaration that he regards it 
as his'duty to frustrate the achieve- 
ments of these gims, the Brook- 
wood Board of VWirectors deem it 
necessary to adopt the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Calhoun’s colleagues that 
he be not engaged to serve on the 
Brookwood faculty for the ensuing 
year.”’ 

At Katonah last night where Dr. 
Calhoun is still residing although the 
college year is over, he denied the 
charges and declared that Brook- 
wood was ‘‘veering to the right.’’ 


Denies Opposition to Aims. 


“I deny most emphatically,” he 
said, ‘‘that I would frustrate the 
ends for which Brookwood was 
established. I am being eliminated 
solely because of my opposition to 
the so-called ode: are movement 
and to the identification of Brook- 
wood with it.’”’ 

the ‘‘progressive movement’’ he 
explained that he meant the recent 
formation of the Conference for Pro- 
ressive Labor Action with which 

r. Muste was identified and which 
criticized beth the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and Communists. 

‘‘When the Board says I held that 
Brookwood should adopt a policy of 
communism it would mislead the or- 
dinary readers,’’ Dr. Calhoun con- 
tinued. ‘‘I have not insisted that 
Brookwood should identify itself 
with the communistic movement. 
What I have insisted upon is that 
Brookwood should not: be so afraid 
that someone would call it com- 
munistic as to veer far to the right.”’ 

He would not raise the issue of 
academic freedom, he said, but 
added: ‘‘Brookwood’s previous de- 
fense of my rights as a teacher and 
citizen is now nullified by its reversa) 
of that position.”

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The 
agreement r -ched yesterday between 
Senate and House conferees on the 
census bill will permit immediate or- 
ganization of the big machine which 
will start work Nov. 1 on the most 
intensive census of the population of 
the United States and the products 
of its fields, mills and mines and 
their distribution, Julius Klein, As- 


sistant Secretary of Commerce, said 
today. 

The principal provisions of the 
conference agreement were on the 
date for beginning the work and the 
elimination of the Senate’s provision 
for civil service requirements for em- 
ployes. 

An important feature of the census, 
Mr. Klein said, will be a revelation 
of the channels through which an 
annual total of between $60,000,000, 
000 and $80,000,000,000 of domesti 
trade flows. Such a record, planned 
by Mr. Hoover while he was Secre- 
tary of Commerce, has never been 
taken. 

“The decennial census. heretofore 
has enumerated the ogee and 
counted the value o e country’s 
agricultural, manufacturing, mining 
and quarrying products,’’ said Mr. 
Klein. ‘‘We have known our. im- 
mense total annual production ahd 
the extent of our consumption. We 
never have studied, however, the 
channels by which this immense 
total of domestic trade is distributed. 

“The new census will tell us these 
channels. What we learn from this 
new phase of the census is expected 
to be eagerly sought after by adver- 
tisers, by wholesalers and jobber: 
and by banks which specialize in fi- 
nancing retail trade. In fact, if 
should prove the biggett forward 
step in national merchandising ever 


en. 

‘‘Heretofore we have gone to great 
lengths to learn the methods by 
which our foreign trade has grown 
and by which it can be increased. 
Yet foreign trade represents less 
than 10 per cent of the total of our 
domestic trade, which is of stupen- 
dous proportions. There is little won- 
der there has been such agitation for 
the new distribution census. 

*“‘We always have known the extent 
of the country’s total of production 
and consumption; the new distribu- 
tion census will give us the secrets 
rr the connecting link between the 

o,”’ 

Mr. Klein stated that in all proba- 
bility the work of taking the popula- 
tion census would get under way by 
Nov. 1, while the census of manu- 
factures, mining and quarrying and 
agricultural roduction would be 
made soon after Jan. 1, when the 
business year had ended and annual 
figures were available.

also be started soon after Jan. 1. 
Not more than three weeks would be 
required for the collection of reports 
on which the census would be based, 
but the analysis of the facts revealed 
and their compilation into a report 
on which future domestic trade might 
be based would require the greater 
part of two years.

The Browns may have come up in 
the world in recent times, but so far 
as the Yankees are concerned they 
still are the good old Browns of other 
days. Nor was any portion of the 
crowd of 40,000 at the Yankee Sta- 
dium yesterday afternoon able to de- 
tect any difference as it looked on 
to see the world’s champions admin- 
ister a fearful drubbing to the ear- 
nest young men who play baseball 
for Dan Howley. 

The score was 17 to 2, and with 
this overwhelming victory, at which 
the convalescing Babe Ruth was an 
interested spectator, the Yanks drew 
first blood in the series of four 
games, hung up their fourth succes- 
sive triumph of the year over the 
Brownies and, with considerably 
more violence than seemed _ neces- 
sary, hurled the men of Howley out 
of second place to assume that posi- 
tion themselves in the American 
League race. 

With the Babe looking wistfully on 
from a seat in the royal box just to 
one side of the Yankee dugout, the 
champions battered four St. Louis 
pitchers, Rip Collins, Stewart, Coff- 
man and Strelecki, for a gay total of 
fifteen hits. 

In the midst of this ardent exhibi- 
tion of swatting Lou Gehrig crashed 
two home runs, to give himself a 
total of fourteen for the season, the 
league lead and a margin of four 
over the still inactive Babe. 


Combs and Dickey Hit Hard. 


Sammy Byrd also hit a homer, his 
first of the year. Combs contributed 
a triple and a single, Dickey exploded 
three singles, and Henry Johnson, 
who pitched most of the game for 


the Yanks, distinguished himself 
with a double that cleared the bases. 

So bewildered were the Browns un- 
der this terrific bombardment that 
they doubtless would have been shut 
out completely had not the Yanks 
themselves literally pushed. them 
over the plate twice. In the seventh 
Johnson walked three to force in a 
tally, and, after Henry had been ex- 
cused by Huggins, Wilcy Moore in 
the ninth shoved over another tally 
with a pass after three hits had filled 
the bases. 

Rip Collins, once a Yankee hurler 
himself, was the first victim of the 
Yanks. Rip, whose control seems to 
be about as it always has been, got 
himself in a hole right off by hitting 
Robertson and walking Gehrig.

CINCINNATI, June 9.— Unlively 
baseballs were the mode again today 
at Redland Field, the joint mound 
mastery of Fred (Red) Lucas and 
Jack Scott muffling the attack of 
both the Giants and the Reds. But 
nothing was present to tangle up 
the lively feet of Cincy’s juvenile 
speed demon, Evar Swanson, and 
with the baseballs divitalized, Evar’s 
baseline efficiency became the day’s 
deciding factor. 

Twice this Red streak rounded the 
bases today, thus marking down Cin- 
cinnati’s share of the 2 to 1 score. 
He won his first fame a few years 
ago as a sprinter on the track team 


of Lombard College, Galesburg, Il., 
and his baseline oe today was 
nearly good enough to bracket old 
Lombard’s name with that of its 
huge Ohio Valley rival, Ohio State, 
in the sport world’s limelight of the 
moment. 

Yesterday in Chicago a slick Buck- 
eye, George Simpson, did the hun- 
dred in 0:09410. Today old Lom- 
bard’s fleetest son plied his ble 
ankles for old Cincy, thereby decid- 
ing a pitching battle as eg as 
the one waged yesterday by Fitz- 
simmons and Luque and glorifying 
his lowly team with the temporary 
title of Giant quellers. 


Never Look Dangerous. 


When Swanson scored from first 
base on a bunt in the first inning 
he gave his team a run which ruled 
the battle-ground in solitary splendor 
the first six innings. In the seventh 
he singled and stole second, riding 
home under wraps on Critz’s double. 
The Giants did their solitary scorin 
in the eighth. They never looke 
very dangerous. 

The Red streak’s pair of plate- 
crossings ditched the Giant victory 
spin through the West after their 
latest winnimg streak had reached 
four straight and their Western win- 
nings had attained a handsome rec- 
ord of seven out of eight. 

A 14,147 crowd gloated as the Reds 
achieved the distinction of bagging 
the third victory any team has taken 
at the Giants’ expense in the last 
eighteen Giant contests. ; 

Swanson’s lively feet did their 
most sensational spinning in the 
first inning. He slapped a_ bunt 
toward Terry and although the 
play, Terry to Scott, was perfect, 
Swanson had already crossed first. 


Throw Goes Through Lindstrom.

250 TEE-OFF TODAY 
IN BRITISH AMATEUR 


Dawson of Chicago Carries the 
Hopes of United States in 
Tourney at Sandwich. 


SANDWICH, England, June 9 (#). 
—Two hundred and fifty golfers, en- 
tered in the British amateur cham- 
pionship, gained a moral victory to- 
day—only one rainstorm interrupted 
their practice for the titular event 
which starts tomorrow over the St. 
George’s course. 

Weather prospects are better than 


during the last week, but there is 
promise of the usual English coastal 
‘winds to worry the players over the 
long and trying homeward nine-hole 
journey at St. George's. 

The amateur army was scattered 
over the famous old Cinque Ports 
district today, but most of them re- 
mained at St. George’s, and John 
Dawson of Chicago, as chief Amer- 
ican hope among a dozen entrants 
from the United States, put the final 
ean on his shots, as did the native- 
orn favorites, T. P. Perkins, Cyril 
Tolley, Roger Wethered and Ernest 
Holderness. Douglas Grant, the for- 
mer Californian, who now lives in 
England, was another who did some 
last-minute practicing. 

Dawson played with Perkins, the 
defending champion, and still had 
trouble with the wooden-shafted 
clubs he must use. He was in nearly 
a dozen bunkers and wasn’t at all 
proud of his play. 

Recent rains have put the cham- 


erro course in fine condition, 
particularly the great greens which 
are a feature of the layout and a 


source of pride to club a aber, 

Although Dawson’s play has caught 
and held British attention, the Chi- 
cago star has his work cut out for 
him to add his name to the roster of 
Sandwich heroes. The land over 
which the St. George’s links stretches 
toward Pegwell Bay is steeped in 
history from the days of oman 
conquest down to the days of the 

reat Walters, Travis and Hagen. 

ravis won the amateur champion- 
ship at St. George’s in 1904 and Ha- 

en won the last two opens played 
hake, in 1922 and 1928. 

Dawson is the only American who 
seems to have much chance of re- 
peating the feat of Travis or Jess 
Sweetser, the only Americans who 
ever have won the British amateur 
title. 

Of a dozen American entries, Daw- 
gon is the only one who ever quali- 
fied for the American amateur cham- 
pionship. Most of the others are 
tourist-golfers, taking Sandwich as 
one of the sights, or are youngsters 
like Stuart Scheftal, R. H. Bauer or 
Robert Sweeney. 

Dawson will surprise as well as 
disappoint British experts if he 
doesn’t reach the late rounds of the 
tournament. It hardly is expected 
that he will win. Few have won the 
title on their first attempt, Tolley 
being a notable exception. 

Perkins, the most determined and 
effective amateur Great Britain has 

roduced in recent years, may be 
the biggest of Dawson's obstacles. 
Perkins is playi ng. his last tourna- 
ment as one of King George’s sub- 
jects, and his great ambition is to 
win the amateur title for the second 
year in succession—a feat accom- 

lished only. by Harold Hilton and 
Fr. G. Hutchinson—and take the 
English trophy to the United States 
when he emigrates in the Autumn.

KUPCHIK IN DRAW 
"WITH DR. ALBKHINE 


Scores on World’s Champion 
After Latter Wins From 
Marshall and Turover. 








1ST MARK AGAINST PARISIAN 





L. Steiner, Runner-Up at Bradley 
Beach, Defeats Cintron in 
Fifty-three Moves. . 





BRADLEY BEACH, N. J., June 9.— 
Abraham Kupchik, federation cham- 
pion, by drawing his seventh-round 
game with Dr. Alexander Alekhine 
of Paris, earned the distinction of 
being the first to score on the world’s 
champion in the international chess- 
masters’ tournament, in progress 
here since last Monday. 

The champion had drifted into a 
slightly unfavorable ending, and lost 
a pawn on the forty-second move. 
In Kupchik’s opinion, it was not suf- 
ficient to win, and he agreed to the. 
draw three moves later. 

Previous to this match, Alekhine 
won in the sixth round, defeating 
Frank J. Marshal, then went on 
to repulse I. S. Turover of Washing- 
ton in a game adjourned from the 
first round. 

L. Steiner, in second. place, also 

bettered his standing by winning 
from Cintron in fifty-three moves. 
The Budapest player’s score is 5-1, 
against 644-44 for Alekhine. 
- A difficult ending with queens and 
pawns on the board marked the clos- 
ing stages of the game between Dr. 
Alekhine and Marshall. The nicety 
with which the Parisian calculated 
possibilities of the far-reaching 
moves of the Queens aroused gen- 
eral admiration. He was just one 
move ahead of Marshall at the fin- 
ish, but this sufficed to give him 
the victory after fifty-nine moves. 

It was Marshall’s first defeat. 

The champion’s game with Tur- 
over, which was broken off in the 
first round after 62, went to eighty 
moves before the latter resigned. 
The Washington player’s knight was 
then imprisoned and further resis- 
tance was futile. This ending, too, 
called for the most delicate sort of 
treatment on the part of Dr. Alek- 
hine. He had consumed 5 hours and 
37 minutes and Turover 3 hours and 
58 minutes. 

Turover, who had been playing ex- 
cellent chess fro mthe start, suffered 
another loss in the seventh round, 
which was started at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Alexander Kevitz, cham- 
pion of the Manhattan Chess Club, 
defeated the Washington player, in 
a zukertort opening, lasting twenty- 
five moves.

Announcement is made by the two 
leaders in Chicago steel production, 
the Illinois Steel and the Inland Steel 
companies, that prices on _ bars, 
paca and shapes for the third quar- 
er will be 2.05 to 2.15 cents, a small 
advance over rates prevailing for the 
second quarter. As much tonnage 
was placed for that period prior to 
those prices becoming effective, the 
mills are securing ‘more money. A 
capacity of 95 to per cent is main- 
tained by the mills here, and ship- 
ments equal specifications so that 
the steel industry is in a most healthy 
condition. 

An improvement is reported in the 
coal situation with stocks light and 
less selling pressure on the part of 
the mines. iene o shows more ac- 
tivity and construction and buying of 
materials is large, although not in 
excess of last year. 

Merchandising conditions for May 
were about the same as last year, 
taking the volume, and sales and 
shipments for the five months as in- 
dicated by the leading wholesaler 
were 1 per cent above last year’s. 
February and March were unfavora- 
ble | ges and April and May fairly 
good. The feeling as to the future is 
optimistic. 

It is said that some of the largest 
wholesalers of dry goods and mer- 
chandise are taking over old and 
valuable customers in different parts 
of the country rather than let their 
business go into the hands of chain 
stores, unless the Jatter are disposed 
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year; the next lowest was 
the week ended Feb. 22. 
Another index number compiled by 
Professor Fisher and based on the 
week’s fifty most active industrial 
stocks is 818.6. This compares with 
816.6 the week before, 860.9 two 
weeks before, 891.6 three weeks be 
fore and 909.8 four weeks before.

Existence of Short Interest and 
Strength in Grains Were - 
Influences in Market. 








MORE FOREIGN — BUYING 





Spot Sales at Liverpool Welcomed 
in South as Favorable Sign 
for Export Trade. 





Special to The New York Times. 
NEW ORLEANS, June. 7.—The 
stimulating factors in the cotton mar- 
ket this week, included, in the first 
place, the unfavorable weather in the 
belt, with entirely too much rain in 
the territory west of the Mississippi 


River, preventirig cultivation of the 
crop, badly innundaing low lands and 
washing the higher sections.- This 
bad weather in the west was accom- 
| panied by -rather low temperatures 
all over the belt, which was not cal- 
culated to stimulate the growth of 
young cotton. 

While the bad weather alone prob- 
ably. would not have stimulated buy- 
ing to the extent that prevailed, ow- 
ing to the confirmed belief among 
traders that a considerable increase 
in acreage has been planted in cot- 
ton, the existence of a large short 
interest in the market started active 
covering which--provided- a demand 
that would otherwise not have de- 
veloped. 

It is probahle that the rally in 
wheat and grains generally had much 
to dc with the increased demand for 
contracts as higher grains, backed 
by the .progress made -toward the 
final enactment of the farm relief 
bill, stimulated heavy buying of cot- 
ton. by Western interests as well as 
by Wall Street. The announcement 
from Washington, that preparations 
were being made to make available 
immediately on the passage of the 
farm relief measure a large sum for 
| the purpose of stablilizing grain 
prices, placa did as much as the 
favorable progress in Congress of the 
bill itself to advance cotton prices. 

The settlement of reparations is ex- 
pected to stimulate European trade. 
Naturally an improvement in Euro- 
pean trade would react favorably on 
so important.a commodity as cotton. 

Early revival of foreign demand 
for American cotton was shown in

MATERIAL COST CUT 
BY OVERPRODUCTION 


Building Supplies Said to Be 
Cheaper Here Than in Most 
Parts of Country. 








STRIKES SEEN AS A FACTOR 





But Projected Construction Will 
Absorb Manufacturers’ Sur- 
plus, Is Bellef. 





Building materials are cheaper in 
this city and its vicinity than in most 
parts of the country at the present 
time, due to overproduction result- 
ing in part from strikes by material 


handlers and construction men, ac- 
cording to Allen E. Beals, writing in 
the current Dow Service Daily Build- 
ing Reports. Prospects for absorp- 
tion of the surplus supplies are in- 
creasing, however, due to plans for 
immediate construction and altera- 
tion work, it is believed. 

“Desire for volume at any price, 
which has characterized almost all 
the present half year, has forced 
many manufacturers to shorten pro- 
duction while they reduce mill 
stocks,’’ Mr. Beals says. ‘“‘This is 
particularly true of the Hudson River 
common brick industry. While im- 
portation of brick has decreased 
from the 14,000,000 peak in May, 
1928, to barely a million in May, 1929, 
local demand has dropped so low 
that William H. Barnes of Barnes, 
McNamara & Morrissey, wholesaling 
common brick in cargo lots, esti- 
mates that about 40 per cent of the 
Hudson River district brickmakers 
refrained from resuming operations 
this Spring. These manufacturers, 
he says, complain there is ‘no money’ 
in common brick making when the 
wholesale price at the dock in New 
York gets down around $11 and $12 
a@ thousand and builders may get the 
best grades of Hudson common brick 
delivered on their jobs for $14.50, 
with prices for other grades even 
lower. 


Other Commodities Affected. 


“The situation is about the same 
fm other basic building commodities. 
Metals, lumber, plaster, glass, roof- 
oe oh cement, clay, oil and oil prod- 
ucts, such as paints, and even some 
lines of equipment, have been sold 
here so close to profit margins so 
long that the recent escape from a 
lockout and threatened stoppage of 
building material consumption in the 
five boroughs of New York plunged 
every trade into a condition of price 
recklessness that only can exist when 
the mills, normally far removed from 
their markets, consent to bear some, 
if not the greater share, of the loss 
for the sake of keeping plants in 
operation. 

‘‘Bradstreet’s index figures show 
what is happening to building mate- 
rial prices in the country as a whole. 
As of June 1 its basic building mate- 
rial price position for the count 
was .13533, as against .1328 a mont 
ago and: .1242 a year ago. Basic 
building material price movements 
during this same period in New York 
City and Northern New Jersey stood, 
on June 1, 1929, at 196.4; Mey. 4, 
190.1; April, 187.2; March, 185.9; 
February, 182.9, and January, 180.6. 
The average New York City monthly 
price level from Jan. 1 to June 1 
was 187.1, whereas the average for 
1928 was 182.9. The low point in 
post-war annual average was in 1927, 
when the figure sto at 181.3 for 
New York City. 

“The situation has become serious 
enough pene dealers and contrac- 
tors in New York City and its vi- 
cinity to cause them to.try various 
methods to correct the present trend. 
In New York City the Heating and 
Piping Contractors’ Association has 
established at 50 Union Square a 
staff of estimaters who go over the 
plans and specifications as submitted 
to them by architects and engineers 
for all large New York City building 
projects. The estimaters take off the 
quantities of material required to do 
the work and send identical sum- 
maries to as many contractors as 
have been invited to figure the job. 
William E. Taylor, executive secre- 
tary of the association, says the aim 
is to reduce the cost of contractor 
service by eliminating duplication of 
effort in as many offices as there are 
contractors invited to figure the jobs. 
He states it is the association’s con- 
tribution to the efforts that the build- 
ing construction industry as a whole 
seems to be making to restore itself 
to sound business. practices. 


Market Developing. 


‘‘Meantime, there is a larger field 
of ec baag material requirement de- 
veloping for Manhattan, if not, at 
present, for other- boroughs. Plan 
filings reported as late as the first 
of June show 454 projects, calling 
for the expenditure of $398,729,000 in 
new papa and $24,207,430 in al- 
terations. Up to the correspondin 
date last year only 358 plans h 
been filed. for new projects, calling 
fpr the expenditure of $168,616,305, 
and $21,275,181 in Manhattan altera- 
tions. 

“‘Alteration work in other bor- 
oughs, however, is about as great, if 
not actually greater, than it was in 
the same period last year. Alteration 
work projected in the Bronx so far 
this year totals $2,275,200, as com- 
pared with $2,277,920 for last year's 
identical period; Brooklyn, $6,077,- 
570, as compared with $6,669,071, 
showing a slight deficiency, but 
Queens shows more than a million 
dollars increase. Up to May 27 $3,618,- 
422 was recorded for alteration ex- 
penditure, as compared with $2,160,- 
208 inthe same period last. year. 
Richmond’s record stands at $439,367 
so far this year, as compared with 
var $197,660 for the same period in 





Montclair Construction Declines. 


Building Construction in Montclair, 
N. J., for May, totaling $385,652, was 
the lowest for that month in five 
years, according to Buildin Jneeee 
tor Hiram Everett. In May, 1926, 
building totals amounted to $840, 
which is the highest recorded mark 
for May. Seventy-seven permits 
were issued last month, with new 
residential construction $273,500, ga- 
rages $17,705 and additions and al- 
terations $94,447.

Major William Kennelly, as auc- 
tloneer, sold on Saturday afternoén 
for the estate of A tus W. Col- 
well a total of ninety-three business 
and residential lots and eight factory 
sites at Carteret, N. Js * e- 
gate sum realized was $39,355.

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SUSPICIOUS FIRE.BURNS 
SOUTH BEACH HOTEL 


"| Blaze Starting Under Boardwalk 


Marks Fifth Consecutive Out- 
break on Sanday Afternoons. 


The fifth suspicious boardwalk fire 
at South Beach, S. I., on the fifth 
successive Sunday burned, yesterday 
afternoon, the rear of four floors of 
the five-story frame Casino Hotel on 
the waterfront,- drove twenty-five 
guests and employes io the beach, 
destroyed twenty-five bathhouses 
and disrupted a moving picture show 
in an. amusement hall, attached to 
the front of the hotel. One hundred 
and fifty patrons ran to safety, but 
the fire did not reach the hall. Dam- 
age was estimated at $75,000. 

The fire, like its four predecessors, 
started under the boardwalk, this 


time near the hotel’s 200 frame bath- 
houses, which are located in the rear 


of the main promenade. Burning 
rapidly, it destroyed the section. of 
the boardwalk between the bath- 
houses and the hotél: It had reached 
the fourth floor of that building 
when engine companies from South 
Beach and. Rosebank arrived... 

A second alarm brought apparatus 
from Stapleton, Concord Po Tomp- 
kinsville and the fireboat Zopher 
Mills. Meanwhile all of the persons 
in the hotel and amusement hall had 
fled. A crowd of 10,000, including 
many bathers, was held. back by 
police reserves. The fire started‘at 
5:30 P. M. and was out by'7, 

The fact that the fires all occurred 
between 4 and 6 P. M. on successive 
Sundays led Deputy Chief’ Frank 
Maloney to declare them suspicious. 
The other fires, several of which 
destroyed small, one-story buildings, 
including one hotel, all were started 
under the boardwalk. All had made 
so much headway before being dis- 
covered that it was impossible to 
discover just how they n. 

Chief Maloney reported his find- 
ings to the Fire Marshal’s office. 
which will investigate. The Casino 
Hotel, built thirty years ago, is the 
leading one on South Beach. It is 





owned by the South Beach Land Im- 
provement Company.
